Principles may be built, for knowing Diftempers and curing them

This Treatife is divided into Two Books. In the Firft, after 
having thewed. the Neceflity of Obfervations, and prov’d,d hat.to 
them is owing the Rife and ProgrefS of Phyfick ; but e1 ecially 
of all that is certain in the Art: Our Author brings fevéral Rea- 
{ons which have hindred the Phyficians from continuing their 
Obfervations with the fame Care as formerly. To demontftrate 
the Neceflity of Obfervations, as well for the Knowledge as for 
the Cure of Difeafes, Dr. Bag/ivi obliges the World with abun

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it. . Neither can the. too,great Heat of the Blood in Fevers be al. 
layed by opening a Vein and diminithing the Quantity, but by ta. 
king away the Caufe of the Fever, by Sudorificks, and other fuch 
Methods. * Van Helmonr, fays our Author, might have eafily per- 
ceiv’d that his Comparifon.wanted Solidity, if he had confidered, 
that the Fire of a Fever is mixed with the Blood, and that the 
Mafs of Blood cannot be diminifhed without the Fire’s being lef. 
fened too; whereas the Fire that makes the Caldron boil, is alto- 


gether feparate from the Water which it warms. Our Author 
thinks the beft way of Treating of Difeafes is by Aphorifms as 
Hipocrates did,and not by Syftems, as many Modern Phyficians do. 
He gives usan Example of his Method in the Pleurifie, in Fevers, 
and fome other Diftempers. 

One of his Aphorifms is, Tar in bors. Diftempers the Ufe 
of Medicines is more’ Hurtful than Ufeful ; And That (on the 
contrary) the Ufe of the Air and Walking in the Fields, oft times 
cures ithe Difeafes, which have in a manner emptied the Apotheca- 
vies Shops. | " ; | 

He Shier, That a Woman being wounded under the Ribbs on 
the Left-fide, by the Difcharge of a Piece toaden with fall Shor, 
which broke the Griftle of her Body , was feized with fuch a 
violent Cough,thar'fhe fpit up feveral Pieces of it. “At the fame 
time fhe had a Swelling iter utramg,Natem, accompanied with a 
great Pain and Inflamation, which being they were much 
furprized to find the fmall Shot, with which fhe had been woun-

M. Bagivi alledges, That the Paffions of the Mind, are ordi- 
narily the Caufes of pier yg wie’ the Body ; to which Phy- 
fitians ought to have a fpecial Regard : And perhaps’twonld be 
neceflary (fayshe) that, inorderto bethe more fuccefSful, the 
Phyficians were at the fame time Confeffors to their Patients, and 
fomuch the more, that fick Perfons are very loath ro difcover the 


Spiritual Caufes of their Diftempers.-

He is £6 much perfwaded of the Operation of the Paffions

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ing infected. The DoStrine of Phyfick, he Lays, is vety defettive. 
in this Refpeét, and wifhes that fome able Hand, would under. 
take an Hiltory of Difeafesoccafioned by the different Paffions of 
the Mind. , 

Having in his Firft Book oe us the Caufes of the Stop put. 
to the Progrefs of Phyfick: In the Second he fhews us, The Me- 
thods that may. be taken for perfetting an Art fo neceflary to 
Mankind ; and becaufe he is perfwaded, that all confifts in exa&t 
Obfervations, he lays down alfo the Means to be.us‘d for fuc- 
ceeding in that Point. He wifhes, amongft other things, That 
Academies of Phyficians were ere€ted in diverfe Places, whofe 
Members fhould apply themfelves wholly to make good Obferva- 
tions ; and the. better to profper therein, he would have one. 
Man tobe chare’d withmo more but the Obfervation of One 
Patient at a time. ‘ 

He fays, ’tis not to be doubted. if Princes would employ, - for 
the Fre€ting and Maintaining of fuch Academies, half the Mo- 
ney they make ufe of for the DeftruCtion of Mankind, by making 
War upon one another, buta great Progrefs might be made in the 
Art of Preferving Mens Lives and,Healths. —. ' 

Tis a fffime, in our Author’s Opinion, That at.this Day Ulcers 
of the Lungs are.reckoid .amongft incurable Difeafes, as that 
Wiltemper is fo ordinary, and occafions the Death of fo man 
Perfons. He wifhes an Effay were made to open the Breaft to~ 
wards the fide, to drefS thofe forts of Ulcers. : 

He fays, that a Man being wounded at Padua: in that Part: of: 
the Body {fo deep, that it reached juft to, the Lungs, an Able 
Chirurgeon made an Incifion in that’ Place of 6 Inches. long, to: 
difcoyer where the Wound . was ;.and that.having. fyring’d the: 
fame with Vulnerary Medicines, he. cur’d his Patient. at the end: 
of two Months. This: Inftance he fets down to encourage Phy- 
itans to invent Remedies for fhortning the Catalogue of Ivcaxa- 
ble Pifeafes, which feem to increafe every Day. | “ 

This Treatifé concludes with a Cha ter, whetein he endea- . 
vours to reftoreto their Ancient. Right, Crifes and.Critical Days, 
which feem to haye been much decried: for fome time. . To this 
end he obferves, That the Blood, whieh is the ordinary féat of. 
Liftempers, hath its Fermentations like other Liquors; and that - 
Sy Confequence thofe Fermentations have their Pesiods lon: 
{horter, according to the Caufes which;produce them. That if the . 
Gxits be not always perceiv’d, nor happen at the fame time, that: 


may: 
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may. come from. the Diverfity of Climates, or becaufe, the Di- 
feafé not being well known, a Crifis is expected, which is not 
agreeable to it; or becatifeill-tim’d Medicines divert it, and do fo 
difturb the Funétions of Nature asputs all into Confulion. Tis 
from the fame Principle that Errors are many times charg’d upon 
the Antient Phyficians, whereof they arenot culpable. They have 
iven.certain Prognoftical Signs of certain Difeafes : Thofe Di- 
tempers happen, the forry Medicines alter the Nature of them, 
whence it comes to pafs that the Signs are either different or con. 
trary, and thence they conclude that the Anctents were deceiv’d, 
when indeed the whole blame ought to be charg’d to the Ignorance 
of the Moderns. 

This. Firft Treatifé is followed. by a Differtation on the Taran- 
tula, wherein our Author gives us the Anatomy of that Infett, 
explains its Bite or Stinging, fhews its Effe€ts and Symptoms, and 
gives an Account of the Medicines made ufe of for the Cure of 
thofe. that are ftung, by it. This Treatife is indeed very Cu- 
rious, oe 
The Tarantulais found in Apulia formerly call’d Grecia Major. 
It. Loves heat mightily, and keeps hid during the Winter, without 

eating any thing. As ‘tis an Enemy to Mankind, it has alfo its 
peculiar Enemy. A certain Creature which very mucii refembles 
a Wafp, marked with diverfe Colours on the Back, and blackifh 
on the Belly, feeks after and eats it eagerly. ..But that which is 
more fingular is, that the Iarantu/as make war upon one ano- 
_ther.. If 10 or 12 of them be put into a Glafs they kill one 
another, till there be but one left alive. Not fo much as two of 
them can live together peaceably, but in a little time the one 
killsand eats the other. The Paifants take them by making a 
little noife at the Mouth of their Holes like the Buzzing of Bees, 
‘by which the Tarantula being deceived comes out to catch its 
Prey, and fo is caught sit felf.  Itis.a fort of Spider of the 
Bignefs of an Acorn, hath 8. Feet, .4 cf a fide, and 8 Eyes, which 
ferve it in making its Webb ; for our Author obferves, that all the 
Spiders which have fo many, make Webbs ; whereas thofé who 
have only two Eyes make none. 

The Tarantula is hairy, and.of different Colours, fome of them 
like spat « apg Afh-coloureds fome of a whiter Colour, and 

Ret black as Fleas.. They lay a‘little Bagg full of Eggs of 

i Blew, which they keep clofetogether with their Feet for 
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1s or 20 days, and then leave them to be brought forth by the 
cat of the Sun. ; . ; : 
a tothe Eggs of the Turantul, our Author obferves, thathe 
hath difcover'd of them, in that Liquor which isfound in Oytter- 
Shells , fo that their Produftion is not to be ranked amongtt the 
inexplicable Myfteries of Nature He conjettares, that the flimy. 
Liquor in which thofe Eggs {wim; partly ferves to_fix them to the 
Rocks, and prevents their beirig wathed off by the Waves, tll 
fuch time as the little Oyfters they inclofe, come to fuch a degree 
of Bignefs. : pe 
The Tvrentula is not poifonous any where but in Apia, and 
that too onlv in the Summer, and elpecially during the Heat of 
the Dogdays. They indifferently bite thofe that provoke them, 
or thofe that don’t. When it bites it diffufes a certain Liquor, 
which,we know not whether itbe the Vehicle of the Poilon, or the 
Poiforr ir felf 

The Pain occafion’d by-its Bite; is like that by the Sting of a 
Bee or an Emmet. The Part {tung by ir, iseither much pain’d 
of benummed. The Patients feel themfelves actack’d by a fort of 
Anguifh of Heart, a great HeavinetS and Ditficulty of Breathing. 
They bemoan themfelves in a Languifhing Manner, look with a 
croaked Afpett ,; and if it be asked, Where their Ailment is, they ~ 
either anfwer Nothing, or lay their Hand upo their Hears, 
fignitying, That part is chiefly affected. . 

Thefeé are the moft common Symptoms,but it muftbe obferv’d, 
that they vary much according to theSpecies of the’ Taramuda that « 
hath bic them. 

Mufick and Dancing are: the only-Medicines again(t this‘ Poi. 
ion. It might have been fufj that Women only feigned: 
themielves to be attack’d by-this Diftemper,that they might hive 
rho Pleafure of being treated in fuch an agreeable manner ; 1 we 
nid not teen Grave and Religious ‘Men feized with the fime Di- 
‘iemper, and forced to have recourfeto the fam2 Remedy?Tisalfd 
odferv d, that there muft be different forts of Mufick, according to 
che different fore of the Turanrule with which ‘they are bit, and 
rherefore the Doftors for this Diftemper, that’s to fay Muficigns, 
ever fail to ask the Patients of what Colour the Turantuft-was 
that bit them, thar: they ma play on fich: Inftruments-as yre 
agreeable to it, jultas- the Muficians at a Ball ask the Conmtpany; 
Whether they. will have.a Minuet.ora Courant, That: which 
would render all thefe Symptoms Sufpetted,ifan Author of M.B’s 
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Gravity, did not affure us of the Truth of them, that a Perfon 
being once bit is never thoroughly cured. The Diitemper returns 
annually at the fame Seafon, and they muft have recourfe to the 
fame Cure. They don’t however fatishe themfelves to treat the 
Patient only with Mufick ; for they alfo fearifie the affected Purt, 
and apply a Cupping Glafs. ° Our Author thinks the furer way 
were to burn it with a Hot Iron; bur all thofé Remedies would 
fignifie nothing without Mufick and Dancing, which begins ordi- 
narily at Sun-rifing, and continues without Kelaxation till One in 
the Afternoon, except the Mufical Inftruments play fome falfe 
Note, which if the Patients perceive, they ftop, figh lamentably, 
and feel themfelves attack’d with great Pain at the Heart. The 
Dancing being over, the Patient goes to Bed, in order to {weat , 
but we muft not think that “tis Sweating alone cures the Diittem- 
per. Phyficians have in Vain made ufé of all the Sudorificks their 
Art can fuggelt, for without Mufitck and Dancing they could neve 
jucceed. It isnot Known if the Tarantu/a produces the fame 
Symptoms in other Animals which they bite : Only our Author 
hath-obferved,that having fome of thofe Infe&ts brought toNap/es, 
he made one of them bite a Rabbet, which foon died,without any 
Mutfical Inftrument’s being able to caufe it to Dance, or make any 
other Motion. Our Author endeavours to explain by Phyfical Rea- 
fons, the Effects which Mufick may produce upon ibe Bodtes of thofe 
that are bit by a Tarantula: To thisend he obférves, That the Blood 
being a Fluid Body, as well as the Air, it is very poflible, That 
the Motion of the one, communicates it felt to the other fince we 
find by Experience, that even the folid Parts of our Body may be 
{haken by the Agitation of the Air. Every one khows, that the 
Drawing of a File upon Iron, caufes a Grinding of the Teeth,and 
a fortot Numbnefs. 

In the following Differtation our Author treats of the good and 
bad ufe of Bliftering Plaifters. He*cannot approve thofe Phyfici- 
ans that are altogether again{t the ufé of them. He conteflés that 
in moft acute Dititempers they are very dangerous ; but fays, they 
are very ufeful in other Difcafes, and chiefly in the Apoplexy. 

The three laft Pieces of this Volume4&re {0 fhort, that the Title 
Asfufficient to fhew what they contain. We fhall only take notice 
of one of our Authors Remarks, in. refpett of the Frog, the Tor- 
toile, and other Amphibious Creatures ;- which is, that their Hesrt 
hath but one Cavity, with an Arterie appoimed to receive the 
Blood that comes out of it, anda Vein that conveys it thitver.

HE Sincerity of the Author makes this Book to be the more 
7 valuable, for he fcarce {peaks of any thing but what he hath 
feen. It had been eafie for him to have fwell’d his Voluma with a 
great numberof Remarks, but he was unwilling to advance any 
thing that he could not Anfsverfor. Hemight, had he pleafed, 
have told us, that hetravell’d from AMedrid to Lisbon , and that 
he {aw what he relatesto us of that Road: But he very candidly 
informs us, that not being able to {fatisfie his Curiofity in that 
Matter, ashe could have defired, he prayed fome of his Friends to 
{et down in their Note Books, what they faw moft remarkable in 
that Journey; fo that the Remarks he gives us in the Journey to 
Portugal, ure Theirs, not His. It had likewifé been eafie for him 
to enlarge upon Fraace, but he confines himfelf only to thofe 
things which he faw, as going and coming from Spaz ; and is 
likewife but fhort in his Account of Germany. | 

He enlarges moft upon Spaiz, and gives a large Defcription of 
Madrid, of the King’s Pallaces, the Manners of the Spaniards, 
the Solemnity of the Torridores or Bull-Fights, and of diverfe 
Councils of that Kingdom. He {peaks alfo of their Manner of 
Treating their Sick, and of fome of their Cures. 

The Circulation of the Blood, the Truth of which no Body 
can now doubt of, is fo little known to them, that when they are 
obliged to open a Vein, which happens Very often, they let Blood 
two daystogether, the one in the Right, and the other in the 
Left Arm, faying, theBlood muft be equally ballanced. 

The bett Receipts in Nature for Curing particular Diftempers, 
he fays, would be ufelefS in Spain, for they will not change 
theirown Method forthe World. They know nothing almoft of 
the Medicines furnifhed by Chymitftry. 

When our Author was at Madrid, he fays, there were few that 
knew the Chryftal Mineral, tho’ the moft common of all the 


Chymical Medicines, fo that it was fold there for twenty times 
Toure than twas Worth, 
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He confirms what we have beeninform’d of by others concer. 
ning a fort of Penitents, who whip themfelves as they walk the 
Streets, being clad in White, and Wearing a Monks Coul verv 
high and long. They Difcipline themfélves with little Cords tult 
of Knots; and the better to make their Skins bleed, they have 
little Ballsof Wax at the ends of thofe Cords, with little poia 
ted Pieces of Glaf§ in them, which they lafh their Shoulders 
with; and this they ulually Prattice on Holy-Thurfday and Good. 
Friday. 

He tells us alfo, ThatinaSermon, which he heard in Eafter 
Week, the Preacher, afterhe had given a particular Account ot 
What Jefus Chrift fuffered for us, and of our Ingratitude to- 
wards him, at laft gave himfelt a great Box on the Ear, and 
faid, Lord, muft I be fo Ungrateful and fo Wicked? And forth- 
with the whole Afflembly boxed themielves; at which our Au 
thor had much ado to forbear Laughing out-right, to fee above 
4000 People Boxing themfelves all at once. This we think iuf- 
ficient to give a Tafte of the Author’s Performance. 
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The following Letter was Writ by M. Dalenpatius, to the Au 
thor of one of our Foreign Journals, which though it con- 
tains an Extraordinary Difcovery in Nature, yet for ob- 
vious Reafons, neither he nor we have thought fit to tran- 


Slate it ; there being few of thofe, to whom it can be any 
way ufeful, but what underftand Latin.

The other Funnel which is defigned to receive and to 
difperfe the Heat through the Room, is carried up only within ‘a 
Foot of the Roof. *Tiscover’d above, and bord with 10 or 12 
Holes of 6 Lines Diameter, within one Inch of the end, that fo 
the warm Air, which comes out of it, may. {pread through 
the Room. Thofé Funnels are each about three or four Inchcs 
Diameter. 
This Stove may be of very great ufe in Places where Woed is 
dear. "Tis eafie tobe built, and cofts little, .becaufe it may. either 
be made of Iron-Plates, or of Varnifh’d Earth, Which is very 
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handfom. It will compleatly warm a Room of a middle fize in \ 
lefS than a Quarter of an Hour. You may burn either Wood or | 
ordinary Coals in it, by taking away the Grate ; and tis ceftain 
that this Wood or Coal, not being blowed underneath, as in or- | 
dinary Stoves, it will {pend lefS$ by half’ {ff you have a mind to | 
make ufé of Pitcoal, put in your Grate, and the Coal uponit, | 
becaufe that fort of Coal will not burn without being blow’d un- i 
derneath. Turf from the Marfhes or from the Tanners, is very 
proper to be burnt in this Stove ; they are cheap, burn well, and 
laft long ere they be confumed ; fo that by making ufe of them, 
a Chamber may be kept warm a whole day for the value of a | 
Groat: And that which is convenient in this Machine is, that for 
thofe who think they can never be warm enough without they 
fee the Fire, here they may fee both the Fire andthe Flame, with- | 
out being incommoded by the Smoak, and by Confequence they 
may make Coffee, Tea, and Chocolate, or boil a {mall Pot onir, ! 
if they havea mind to it. 

As to the Funnel defign’d for increafing and difperfjng the 
Heat inthe Room, thofé who are any thing verfed in Na- 
tural Philofophy will eafily comprehend. the ufe of it ; when 
they confider, that the Hearth and the Partition, being equally 
heated by the Fire which touches them, rarifie the Air contain’d a 
under the Hearth, and behind the Partition, which feeking to pof- 
fefs it felf of a greater Space, is obliged to afcend, and to iffue 
at the upper end of the Funnel, where it finds lef$ Refitance, be- 
caufe of the Inequality of the Height of. the two Columnes,of 
Air, whereof that which is fupported by the open Place below, 
being the highett, and by Confequence more Weighty than that 
which is ee a by. the open Place aboé, it oppofes ir 
felf to the iiluing of the Air at that Place, follows it to pof- 
fefs the Place which it forfakes, and being rarified in it’s turn, 
makes a continual Circulation of Warm Air, which difperfi 
it felf inceffantly bar the Koom, from the upper a 
of Pony Funnel , contributes extreamly to the Warming of 
it, Uc. 

Thus, Sir, you fee this Stove hath Advantages, which ought to 
render it preferable to all thofe that have hitherto been ufed. 
That which I have caufed to be made for my felf, and whereof 
I aftually made ufe, is of varnith’d Clay, baked in a Potter’s 
Oven, and having taken care to have the Funnels handfomly 


made, | 
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made, and with fome Ornaments, the Machine does not in the 
leaft disfigure my Koom, and diverfe Curious Perfons have al- 
ready had fuch made for them, which anfwers their Expettation 
to the full.

Frer fo many Volumes by which Learned. Men have en. 
deavoured to illuftrate the Hiftory and Antiquities of the 
Chrittian Church, in this and the former Century, and thereby 
to overthrow the Arguments, which their Adverfaries brought 
from thenee. Here’s auiother Work appears, whereby a new Light 
is given to the Controverted Points of Church Hiftory ; in which 
eur Author hath inferted very many things not hitherto taken :no- 
tice of, which he obftrved by his frequent Reading of the Fathers, 
Councils and Ecclefiaftical Writers ; and having digefted ‘them 

into due order, hath reduc’d them into one Body. 
"Tis not tong fince the Bifhop of Aledda publifh’d.a. Book, Ia: 
tituled, forte Vartationumwhich gave occafion to this) where= 
in he inttighs againft the Proteftants for the Inconftancy .of 
their Doctrine, and Innovations in Matters of Faith, and by thisEns 
gine efpecially he ehdedvours “to attack and overthrow their Reli- 
gion 
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gion. But our Author in his Preface, difcovers the various de- 
fects of this method which we fhall not now repeat; he fhews it to 
be dangerous and altogether Sophiftical; and that it tends to 
direct Atheifim. 

For if this way of Refutation be admitted, why may not any 
Atheitt rejoyn to the Bilhop of Meld, Whatever varies maft of 
neceffity be fa/fe,-and in giving an Account of the many 
Changes in opinions which have happened in the Chriftian 
Church for the {pace of Seventeen Ages, alledge that he conftant- 
ly believed shat there was no God, and that this principle was never 
doubted of by any of his Party ? The Socinians will likewife reply 
to the Bifhop of Me/da, Whatever zs delivered in dubious and 
equivocal words, ts falfe , for thefe carry an uncertainty in them 
which ‘Lrath doth not admit of.’ And this belie once granted, they 
will produce the intricate and obfcure Do€trine of the Fathers, 
concerning the Eternal Generation of the Son and the ve oéworey 
that was condemned by the Council of »Amtioch, as the cer- 
tain Characteriftic of an Heretick;, butapproved by the Nicene 
Council as a Teft to diftinguifh the Orthodox from the He- 
reticks. 

Therefore faith our Author, the Bifhop of Mfe/da {peaks with 
too much Confidence when he fays, If the Proteftants fhow us the 
leaft Inconftancy and Difference in the Opinions of the Catholick 
Church from its Rife, that is, from the Foundation of Pee 
untill our times; 1 will own my felf to be overcome,and will obliturate 
my Hiftory with my own Pen. But of how little weight his vain 
boatting 1s, every Man may Judge, who confiders that the Roman 
Popes themfelves, whom they will needs have to be Chrift’s Vi- 
cars, and Heads of the Church, have not always held the fame 
Doétrine, and that Oecumenical as well as National Councils 
have oftentimes decreed different arid Oppofite things? For the 
Popes Liberius and Honortus, the one of them turned -Aviaz and 
theother a Monothelite. The African Councils in the time of -St- 
Cyprian, differed from the Popes and their Adherents in the 
Dottrine of Baptifm: And the Council of Ar/es which decided 
that matter, differed no lefs from the Romans than from the 
Afiaticks. The famous Council of Conftantinople under Conftan- 


tine Copronymus, condemned and ~rejetted the Worfhipping of 


Images, which, -not long after, the fecond Nicene Council rettor- 
ed : But Charles the Great accufed this Council of Fraud and Ig- 
nerance; and another Council being called of French, .German, 
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and Spanifh Bifhops among whom were the Popes Legates, they 
cancelled its Canons and Decrees. 

Our Author {ays more to this purpofe, and endeavours to prove 
that all variations in Matters of Faith are not to be condemned, | 
efpecially if not the Opinions themfelves, but only the words, be 
changed and foftened : Wherefore he tells us,that altho’ fometimes 
words in the Augu/tine Conteffion have been {truck out,and others 
that fignifie the very fame things, fubltituted in their Room, there 
was no reafon to Dee/aim and inveigh againtt it. He fays alio that 
the reafon of thofe variations are to be diligently inquired into as 
that which makes them the more or lef$ to be condemned. For 
as Confeffions of Faith are not to bz altered by any crafty deceit 
or trick, in order to the more eafie Deceiving and Infiareing the 
Ignorant (which feems tobe the end, faith our Author, for which 
the Bifhop of Me/da himfelf writ his Expofition of the Catho- 
lick Faith) oroutof refpe&t to prefent profit, or for politick rea- 
fons, and for the pleafure of Princes, it may happen that fome-. 
times a thing may be changed, for the Peace and Quiet of the 
Church. And here perhaps, if ever the Bithop of Ale/da may 
Triumph, who blames us for thefe things which we have foftened 
tor the fake of the Lutherans : But befides, that their changing their 
Opinions ought not to be obje€ted againit us, whether or no thould 
brotherly love be imputed as a Crime to any Man? And {fippo- 
ling that Charity had carried us further, could he therefore ac- 
cule our Religion of Falihood ? Nay the Bifhop of Me/dz hint. 
ielf may be more juftly condemned for the fame Crime where- 
of he accufes us. For he ought to remember that the Expofition of 
Faith that he wrote and publifhed long ago, was full of am. 
biguous words, which did rather hide than reveal the true Opini- 
on of the Catholick Church to the ignorant. Moreover, thefe 
words, The Bread and Wine are changed into the Body and Blood 
of Fefas Chrift, which were not to be found in his tirft Edition, 
were together with the word Trvaz/ubftantiation added in the {e- 
cond Edition. 

But that we mayreturnto thematter in hand, our Author 
confeties that the Bithop of. Me/da’s Hiftoria variationum occafi- 
oned his fetting out this Hiftory : Nor, faith he, was it the end. 
he ppepofed. to himfelf, to publifh to the World the Variations 

tthe Ancient Church,and the Contradictions of its Doftors; nor 
W duld he diminifh any thing of thatVeneration which moft people. 
have.for the Writings of the Fathers, Therefore he did not ‘phere 
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the Diffenfions of the Fathers and Divines in the Body of his 
Hiftory, but when it was abfolutely neceffary ,; and that the 
Candor which he always profeffed would not fitter him to diflem- 
ble any thing. 

Ic feems neceffary in this place to acquaint the Reader with the 
Method and Rules that our Author obferved in Compiling this 
Hiftory, 1. In the Examination of matters of Fact, he always 
prefers the Tef{timony of Contemporary Writers, to thofe cov 
vey'd to pofterity about the fame things many Ages or Years af 
ter by others, who being either deftitute of Monuments wor 
thy of Credit, or trufting too much to their own Memories, did 
very often deviate from the truth. Becaufe it feéems a hard cafe to 
our Author to accufe thofe things of falfhood, which the Anci- 
ent Writers afferted concerning the affairs of their own Age, if 
any thing be tound faid by Leo the Great, Gregory of ‘Tours, HHr- 
nemar, Gregory NMI. Balfamoand other Moderns which is con- 
trary to the Narratives of Ancient Writers. 2. He doth not lay 
fo much {tref{s on ForeignAuthors,as on thefe who lived in the place 
where the matters were tranfacted , for Men might eafily be de- 
ceived by thofe reports and rumours whith were {pread in one 
Nation aboutthe aftairs of another , efpecially in thofe times, 
wherein correfpondence by Letters was rare and unfrequenrt ; 
and when for the moft part the Latins underftood not Creek, nor 
the Greeks Latin. 3. When any thing is differently related by 
Writers, our Author enquires into their Parties and inclinations, 
which oftentimes draw Men afide from what is true and juft ; 
and therefore he prefers thofe Writers who feem to have been 
under no neceflity of flattering, to 'thofe who thought itneceffary 
to get into favour with Princes and Popes by flattery. 4. He 
thinks the unfearchable Judgments of Godare not to be enquired 
into for Explaining the caufes of Events; that being the 
Charaéter and perpetual Cuftom of Superftitious Writers, whe 
for the moft part obtrude their own fancies on their Readers in- 
ftead of the Divine Will. 5. He never betakes himfeélf to 
negative Arguments drawn from the filence of Writers, unlefs 
when pofitive Argumentsare altogether wanting: Nor does 
he admit them then neither, unlefs the filence be univerfal and that 
it.cannot be weakened by any other Arguments. 6. When our 
Author explains the different principles of che Doftors,. he will 
not draw.a veil over them, or hide their taults or contradiftions 
into which they frequently run — becaufé truth ae 
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he would every where lay open to his Readers view wilf 
admit of no diflimulation. 7- Nor would he hil his Hi. 
tory with new matters of faét and conjeCtures, being willing 
rather to confult the truth than to pleafe his Readers: Theretore he 
did not go out of the Common Road but when truth it {elf re- 
i quired it. 8. He makes ufe of the Obfervations of the 
; Ancient and Modern Criticks, according as they fuit his purpofe 
not minding what party they efpoufed , therefore he hath not 


| only followed Blondel, Albertine, Dalle, Laroegue,  Stilling- 
| flect, Dedwell, Spanbemm and other Great Men of the Reform 
} ed Religion, but confefles that he is much obliged to Marca, 
Simmondus, Valefius, Norris, Page, Balafius and other Papifts, 
. who have preférved fo many famousMonuments of Antiquity from 


Ruin.and Oblivion. 9.He doth not however pretend that he never 
committed an error in fo great a Work,feeing the infirmity of Hu- 
mane minds is fuch, that they cannot always examine {o many 
; different atts, and things with the fame acutenets.

¢ Principal Dottrines of the Church of — 
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The Author publifhed the laft part of this Hiftory long ago, 
when that large Treatife of the Bifhop of Melda, wherein he 
inveighs againft the Waldenfes and Albigenfes, teemed to re- 
quire a {peedy anfwer ; but now having changed ‘fome few things 
in it, he hath publifhed it again with the re{t, which makes an 
entire Body of Ecclefiaftical Hiftory. In the mean time we 
fhall infift moft on the the Firft Book of the Second Part, which 
contains the Hiftory of the Holy Scripture and its Canon; and 
that the Reader may fe the Method our Author followed in 
Compofing that Hiftory. 

In his Firtt isoser te treats of St. Marthew’s Gofpel,and tells 
us that the Apottles when they had taught the Chriftian Doftrine 
viva voce, began to think of means whereby it might be preferv- 
ed ; and the Holy Ghoft fo infpiring them, they applyed them- 
felves to writing. Marrbev firlt of all obeyed this Command of 
the Holy Spirit, who, becaufe of the Perfécution in Fadea, fear- 
ed left the Faithful being dejetted and difperfed, many of the 
People wanting Teachers, would lofe the fundamental points of 
Chriftianity, and fo the Truth would be ftifled in its Infancy, 
Baronius adds, That the Apoftles forefeeing the danger, ordered 
Matthew to write ; and his conje€ture is chiefly founded on the 
Authority of Ep:phanius, who Heres, 51. fays, Matthew firft 
wrote the Gofpel, becaufe from the beginning be received a com. 
mand io Preach it: But our author doth not acknowledge this 
Command of the Apoftles, as being of 10 ufé tohim, to whom 
the Gofpel was dittated by the infpiration of the Holy Ghoft, 
and who had the fame Authority with the reft. Nor doth Epi- 
phanius fay, that Matrbewwas commanded to write by Peter or 
any other Man; but that he received this Command from the 
beginning, namely, from Jefus Chrift: So thar he feems to have 
tollowed that Common Tradition, whereby Chrift is faid to have 
commanded his Difciples to commit the Gofpel Doétrine to 
Writing. 

Our Author doth not decide that trite Queftion, whether 
Matthew wrote his Gofpel in Greek or Hebrew, buit only gives 
the reafons which are brought for both : In thé mean time he ob- 
icrves that the Authority of Papias, who fays Matthew wrote 
his Gofpel_in Hebrew, (and is herein followed by Irenexs and 
Origen) isnot fo much efteemed by learned Men ; and particu- 
larly thar Ewjfebius lighted ir long ago; he adds, that there is 
ho room for the Teftimony of Ferom, which ufes commonly to 
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be.alledged, becaufe its plain enough he {peaks of the Gofpel of 
the Nazarenes, which is very much different from ours ; and that 
when he himfelf Correfted a Latin Verfion of Aart! ret, he fol- 
lowed the Greek Text and not the Hebrew. Therefore faith he 
its more probable Marshew wrote in Greek, fince we find that 
all the Apoftles wrote in that Tongue, becaufe it was then moft 
in ufe ; and thefe things which the Fathers cited our of Mats 
thew, exatly agree with the Greck Text, we ufe at prefent. 
Moreover its highly improbable, that this Gofpel was tranflated 
by St. Fames from Hebrew into Greek ; for any one elfe ought 
rather to have done it than he who was Bifhop of Ferufalem, and 
lived in the midtt of the ws : As to what remains, this Gofpel 
was alw: Lys received, and by all Men, {0 that moft of the Here- 
ticks ufed ir, changing only a few things. But Fauftws the Mazi- 
chee, rejected the Genealog gy of Chrift in the firft Chapter of 
Matthe w, and therefore the Catholicks that adher’d to the ‘whole 
he called Martheans. 

In his Second Chapter our Author treating of the three other 
Evangelifts, givesus adouble Tradition concerning ey “ay 
of St. Mark, fome fay he publifhed his Gofpel A. C.45. : 
the requeft of the Romans, who defired to preferve the whath y 
of Peter’s Sermons; others fay, thatSt. Mark did not write till 
after the Death of Peter and Paul. Ireneus, Lib. 3. ¢ dp. 1 
and Chryfoftom after him, alledges that Mark com- 
pofed his Gofpel in Eeypt, at the requeft of the Difciples he 
made there.. Our Author proves that this Tradition is to be pre- 
ferred to the other for fo many Reafons, and refutes Baronius, 
who fays Mark writ his Gofpel in Latin, when he prepared it 
for the ufé of the Ita/ians. Our Author oppofes to this, a Tra- 
dition. which St. Ferom aflerts was not tobe doubted of, viz. 
That the three Laft Evangelifts wrote in Greek ; and further 
fhews, that if Mark wrote in Latin, his true Gofpel is not now 
extant, but loft long ago, which is ‘abfurd ; forhe fays no bo- 
<f ever faw it ; nor hath any Ancient Writer made mention of 

: And adds that the Latin Verfion of Mark now ufed, was tran- 
flated from the Greek, by the fame hand that tranflated the o- 
ther Evangelifts into Latin. Our Author leflens the Credit of 
the Manufcript that Char/es1V. is faid to have found at Aguilciz, 
the laft leaves of which he fent to Pragwe, and the reft the moft 
Serene Republick of Venice boafis fhe has in poffeffion . 
Laftly, He obferves that Papias’s Teftimony, who calls oe 
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Interpreter of Perer is alledge in vain, for Mark was a Jew 
aswell as Perer, and that he having the Gitt of Tongues, 
underftood Latin as well as Mark. 

The Gofpel of Mar& was received by all the Chriftian Church, 
but fome doubted of the laft Chapter. For St. Ferom, Epift, 150. 
when he anfwers thofe Objections that were made againt{t the 
Refurrection of Chrift, fays, the laft Chapter of Mark is either 
tobe rejected, feeing it is not in moft ot the Greek Copies, and 
is contradictory to the other Evangelical Hiftory,.or ought to be 
explained. Our Author faith they are miltaken who would ex- 
cule $. Fevom as though he did not {peak of the Gofpel of Mar & 
that is now ufed, but of the part which the JMazchees added ; 
he days likewife that the Modern Criticks are miftaken, who 
think the whole laft Chapter of iMurk was rejected by 5. Ferom, 
and {hews they mutt underftand it to be that part ot the Chap- 
ter which begins at the oth Verfe, fince the Hiftory of Chritts 
appearing, which he there relates, doth not in every thing agree 
with St. Matthew's Narrative. He faysthat this Period was not 

read anciently in the Greek Copies,as appears by theTeftimony of 

Gregory of Nia ; yea that there are Manufcripts to be found at 

this Day, which exhibir it no otherwife than asan Addition, 

with a manifelt mark that it was formerly doubted of ? he doubts 
not however to account this part as true and Genuine fecing 
lrenwus, a molt ancient witnels cites it’ and Tertullian and Cy- 
prian, the firft Heroes of the Latin Church make ufe of it as 

Authentic. 

Some of the Fathers fay the Gofpel of St. Lwke is a Colle&i- 
on of the Sermons of the Apottle S.Pau/,and that Luke wrote the 
Golpel by his Command But our Author acknowledges no Sub- 
ordinationin Sacred Scriptures, feeing the Holy Ghoft that infpi- 
red Luke was tar above the Apottles. Luke himnfelf explaining 
the Motives that induced him to write, alledges it was not by 
the command of Paw/, but accordingto the Example of others 
who had begun to write the Gofpel Hiftory. Of old Afercian 

the Heretick received the Gofpel of Luke only, but without ‘the 
two hrit Chapters, and interpolated it in divers places. 

The Gotpel of St. Joba by reafon of his afferting the Divinity 
of the Word more clearly than the reft, provoked the Enemies 
ot the truth more fiercely again{t him, yet neither Ce//us, Por- 
phiry nor, Julian the Apoftare himfelt, dared ro deny that Foba 
was the Author of it; only the latter faid that the new Doc- 
trine 
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irine of Divinity of the Word, was firft brought into the Chri- 
aap by Jobn,becaufe he {aw that this opinion might eatily 


be obtruded on the Greeks. The A/ogzan Hereticks alone ttood 
out, who becaufé they denyed the Divinity of the Word, rejetted 
the Gofpel of Fobz. 

In the end of this Chapter our Author Examines the ftory of 
Vidtor of Tunis, who writes that Avaflafias the Emperor faid, 
the Gofpels were writ by unlearned and ignorant Men, and 
therefore ordered that they fhould be changed: Since none be- 
fides Vittor wrote this, and feeing the Gofpels Changed and Cor- 
rected by thecommand of Azo/ftafius were never Publiflied ; 
he thinks we ought not to believe this Writer. 

In his Third Chapter he Treatsof the other Books of the 
New Teftament in General, left by treating on them feve- 
rally , he fhould enlarge this Differtation too much. The 
A&s of the Apoftles in which Luke wrote the Life of 
Paul more particularly than the reit, were rejected by the 
Ebionites who accounted Pau! an Apoftate fiom the Law, 
and therefore fubftituted others in its ftead, bitterly inveighing 
againft Paul. The Adds were likewife rejected by the Mazs- 
chees, becaufe by the Narrativeofthe Deicent of the Hol 
Ghoft , it overturned the Foundation of their Se&t: Forth 
thought that their Manes was that Comforter which Chri{t had 
promifed : Moreover they thought it unworthy that Pas/’s A&s 
fhould fill up this Hiftory ; therefore they Compofed falfe A&ts, 
under the name of the Travels of Peter, Thomas and ohn the 
Apoftles, &c. NeverthelefS the wickednefS of thefé did not at 
all hinder, but that the Hiftory, becauf: of the molt certain 
Charaéters of Divinity perceived in it, was received and read as 
Genuine and Sacred by all the Orthodox. 

All Pawl’s Epiftles (except that of the Hebrews) have his 


Name on the Title, and therefore were fcarcely ever doubred of: 
Add to this that the Churches to which they were written kept 
the Autographa of thema long time, upon which Tertud/ian tome 
times refered theHereticks to Rome, Er hefics orCorinth, ihat having 
feen them with their own Eyes, they might no further doubt of 


Our Author faith the Second Epiftle of Peier, is received by 
ail Churches atthis Day, and many of the Fathers cited it as Ge- 
nuine Forafmuch as Ai Lnifie makes ule of it againtt the Arizns, 
Orai.2. Neverthclets becar S its Style disters very much fiom 
Uo the 
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the Style of his: other Epiftles, many think it was not Peter's , 
Nor could St. Zerom Anfwer it any otherwife than that Peter 
had two Interpreters; in which certain Modern Criticks agree 
with him, who fay he wrote this Epiftle in Maré&’s abience, 
who formerly was his Secretary or Amanuenfis. But our Author 
believes that Peter being an old Man, and ready to Die, wrote 
this latter Epiftle, which being once granted, fince the Holy 
Ghoft by his Infpiration doth not change the Style nor Genius of 
Men. but rather accommodates himfelf to their Age and Difpofiti 

on; thereafon of this Diverfity will cahly appear to any one. 
Eufebius, lib..3..cap. 3, writes, that he heard from his Anceitors, 
That this Epiftle was not at frit inferted into the Canon of the 
Scriptures, but afterwards when many judged it ufeful, they 
vook care to have it read with the other Sacred Scriptures. In 
Gregory Naziansens> time, tew of the Orthodox received it for 
Divine. The Syrians have not inferted it in their Ancient Verfion, 
nor do they Kead itat this Day, unlefs privately : The Sparrards 
perfitied in this Error to the Seventh Age. Grotizs who believed 
that this Fpiitle was written by Simeon of Ferufalem, contfeties 
nevertheleds, that all his Manufcripts. bear Peter's Name on the 
Frontifpicce. ‘ 

As to the Epilile of Fames, fomefay Lusher fpoke irreverent: 
iyof it. The Cardinal Cajetan agreeswith Luther in this point, 
who not only would not admit this Epiftle to be wrote by Fames, 
but judged it wholly Profane, becaute there is not aword of Je. 
fus Chrift, of Grace, nor of Peace in ir. Our Author obferves 
this Epiftie hath three Difterent Periods. 1. It was little known 
in the hrftAges of theChriftianChurch lecingkw/ediss {ays thacitew 
of the Ancients made any mention of it. 2. Although it was read 
jn many Churches trom the fourth Age tillnow, many rejetted 
It. 3. But in thehtth Age it was received by all as Canonical, 
becaufe all the Fathers of that Age cite it, and the African 
Councils inigrted it into the Canon.

in the Fourth Chrpter our Author confiders Mr. Dedzwel/’s 
Seon, ane in his Diflertation on,lvenews, afferts thet the 
| ur at 1peLS which we have at this Day, continued. unknown 
‘nd Atcden in thofe places wherein they were written, ull on 
ee I: rajans \ ictories over the Pari)iaus, and Commerce 
~ it - th ¢ indtans they were divulged. Mr. Dodwe/! adds, That’ 
the Canon of the New Teftament was made in Trajan’s Reign, 
tom the Tradition of certain Ancients, who teflified that they 


were 
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were the Genuine Works of the Apoftles. Our Author anfwers, 
that if this Syftem be admitted, we fhal! never be at any certain- 
ty as to the Credit of the Sacred Writets ,; and it might readily 
be fufpetted, that it was not without fraud and deceit that Books 
teaching fuch new and unheard of things, fhouid lie fo long 





hid, He endeavours moreover to prove that 1.wke faw the 
Goipels of Marrhere and Mark, fince he himfelf feems to tefti- 
fie {fo much in the beginning of hisGofpel, that Joba faw and 
approved of the other three Goipels; he faysis mott certain from 
Eusebius, lib. 3.cap. 24. and at latt fhews rhat Barnabas, Ignati- 
us, Polycarp and Clemens Romanus cited very many places out 
of the fame Gofpels in their Epiftles, and theretore they could in 
no wile be unknown at that time. 

Nor doth our Author allow Mr. Dodwe//, that there was a 
certain Canon of the Books of the New Teftament, made in 
Trajan’s time, ina Convention of Old Men; but on the contra- 
ry, demonitrates in the following Chaptex, That for three Ages 
after Chrift there was no certain Canon ; when both private 
Men, and alfo whole Churches, partly admitted 4 ititious 
Books for Sacred, and partly defpifed the Genuine as Prophane. 
So Origen believed that Hermas’s Paflor was a Book Divinely in. 
{pired :.On thecontrary, Theodorus of Mopfues to,calls the Book 
of Fob a Fable borrowed from Paganifm: The Books of the 
Cpronicles and Efdras a vain Rhapfody : The Song of Solomon, a 
Love Song; &c. 

In the two following Chapters, our Author tells us, that the 


Epiftle to the Hebrews, wasnot received as Sacred and Authen- 
tick in the Weftern Church till the Seventh Century ; and that 


the Eaftern Churches were a longer time indoubt as to the Re- 


velations. 
in his Eighth rt he treatsof the Councils and Decrees 


of the Popes, who began to reduce the Canon of the Scripture 
to a certain number of Books; and refutes Bearonius, and 
Sixtus Senenfis who afflert that the sNicene Council com- 
pound the Canon of the Scripture which is cited by Ferom. 
OurAuthor fays that this is falfe,and that Ferom wrote nothing 
elfe, but that the Book of Fudeth was reckon’d among the Sa- 
cred Books by the Nicene Council , and that it may be the {aid 
Council alledged that Book to be Divine, without making any 
Canon,which noAuthor,fays he,teftifies that they ever faw;and con- 
cerning which Li/arius, ee and other Fathers of the 
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fucceeding times are altogether filent. Next he obferves that 
the Luaodicean Council held in Lydia, about the middle (as 


he fuippoles) of the. Fourth. Age, was the fir{t that gave their 
opinion in this matter; and ftruck the Books. of Fuditb,and the Ke- 
velations out of. the Sacred Canon.. Next.tollowed the Council 
of Carthage, A.397- who.not only received the Revelations into 
the Canon, but likewite the Books of Efther, Tobit, Fudth and 
the Alaccabees : Our Author fays more of the unfairhfulnefS of 

his Council than we have now room to infert. He likewife. ex- 
amines the Epiftle of Inaocent the |. to Exuperius Bilhop of 
‘Tbolozfe ; 20 which is annexed a Caralogue of the Sacred 
Books, and that famous Decree of Pope Gelafivs, in which the 
Sacred Books and Apocryphal are treated of apart and at large, 
and gives us his. Arguments why he thinks neither the Epiftle nor 
the Decree to be Genuine. 

In his Ninth and Tenth, Chapters, which conclude this 
Book, he reckons up the diferent Opinions of the Fathers con- 
cerning the Canon ot, the Old Teftament, which we fhall ar. 
this time pals over in filence,

He talks of fomething Natural which is wanting in the 
Modern Style , that ought to be looked upon as the Soul of 
Eloquence and the ground-work of its Beauty, Its true 
that this ftarch’d way of Expreffion Stuffed with Ornament 
pleafes abundance of People, but they are fuch as know things 
only by halves, middle fizd Wits, but the mifchiet on’t is, 
that this fort of People make above three fourths, of what we 
call the Publick. 

It is an ordinary faying, that Art muft perfe€t Nature, which 
is true in one fenfe. But Monticur de Botffmon pretends that 
Nature in its turn muft perfe€t both the Art and the Orator ; 
that is to fay, as he explains himfelf, that in the Theory we muft 
make ufe of Art, and inthe pra€tice we muft follow Nature. 
But now he fays, itsonly Art that fpeaks, fo that we may fay 
of the Orators of our times, that they know not how to make 
ufe of their own Wit, nor can they open their Teeth but ac- 
cording to Art. . - 

Monfieur de Boiffinon mightily blames the DrynefS of the 
Modern Style , and alledges that as it has not number, 
without which there’s no true. Eloquence, fo to molifie this Dry- 
nefs, they have invented many Turns of Wit. He maintains 
there are rot Twenty pieces in Ba/zacs Letters without fome 
of them.

or more Prudence than M. de Bor/tmon: Forefeeing that his

His defign is to perfwadethofe that have a mind to be Authors, 
to qualifie themfelves fo as they may excel, thatis to fay, to engage 
them cither not to write at all, or if they do, tobe fure to write 
nothing but whatis good, and he endeavours to undeceive the Pub- 
lick, as to abundance ot Books, which he lookt upon to be the 
Fruits ot Idlenefs and Ignorance. 


He divides his Book into Five Enterainments, the firft is on 


_ Ignorant Fellows, that offer to write Books. He maintains, that

‘© commences Author. 

In this Place our Author informs us alfo, that the Pofthumous 
Works afcrib’d to § Rea/, are none of his: That thofe 
which go under the Name of La Fontaine, are for the moft 
part {purious.

That the Alofaick Difpenfation was 
not td laft always he proves from the following Arguments, viz, 


(1.) From the Prophecies concerning the Enlarging of the Yemi/h 
t 


Church, and of extending it to the Uttermoft parts of the World ; 
which he farther Corroborates by confidering the Nature of the 


Yewifh Obfervances, which were in themfelves Adutable: (2.) From 
God’s difpenfing with the AZofaick Rites and Ceremonies (of 


which he gives feveral Inftances) and not always exacting the ob- 


fervance of them: Which, fays our Author, he would have done 


if they had been perpetual Laws, and delign’d to continue to all 
Ages: (3.) From their being neglected by the belt and holieft of 
Men, fuch as Gideon, Manoah, David, &c. (4.) From God’s defpi- 
fing and vilifying, reje€ting and hating thefe Legal Obfervances 
confider’d in themfelves, and as abftracted from,real Virtue and 
Piety ; for which he produces the following Texts of Scripture ; 
Pfal. $0.13,14. Ufa. 1. 11,12, 13. ch. 66.1, 3. Ser. 6.20. and 7. 
22. Hof. 6.6. Am. 5.21, 22,23. and Afic. 6.7,8,9. (5.) And 
Laftly from the Confeffion of the Learnedeft Rabbies among the Yews,. 
wiz. R. Kimchi, Abarbanel, &c. Having clear’d up thofe things, he 
confiders an Objeétion that may be rais’d, wiz. That the Sacred 
Scripture it felf declareth that the Legal Ceremonies and Rites 
{hall be for ever. To this he Replies, (1..) That the Hebrew Words 
which we Tranflate for ever, do not abfolutely and neceffarily im- 
ply Perperwity, but fometimes only fignifie a Long Duration: (2.) 
That thefe Legal Rites and Ceremonies, as to any Alteration from 
the Yews, were to be for ever; but that God might as he did in 
due time, alter them : And (3..) That the Promifes and Predictions 
ih the Old Testament, concerning the Duration of the Temple, and 
the Jewifh Worfhip, and their Polity and Government, are to be 
underftood of the Perpetuity of the Church of Chrift and his Spi- 
ritual Kingdom. After this Remote way of Arguing, he next 
proceeds to a more pofitive.and particular Proof of the Certain- 
ty and Authority of the Gofpel-Difpenfation. The Evidences 
he produces are both Humane and Divine, the former of which he 
difpatches in the Sgeragieg part of this Chapter; and fhews at 
large (1.) That this fort of Peftimony is frequently made ule of 
and appeal’d to in the Nem Testament, as a fafficient Proof of Chri- 
ftianity: (2.) That the Teftimony of the A ftles and other Chri- 
fians. who liv’d in our Saviour’s time was the Teftimony of Cre- 
dible: Perfons, and therefore ought to be reckon’d by us asa Sub- 
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ftantial Proof of Chriftianity: And to thefe Proofs-he adds (3.)

The Divine Testimony, which he producesto prove that the Chri- 
ftian Religion is from God, and confequently is undoubtedly true, 
he branches out into five Particulars: And fhews that it is atteft. 


ed (1.) By all the Ways of Divine Revelation ufed Heretofore: 
(2.) By the fulfiiling of all the Prophecies of the Old Teftament : 


(3.) By the Exerting of Miracles: (4.) By the Strange and Stu- 
pendous prevailing of the Gofpel: (5.) By the Judgments which 
God infli€ted on the Enemies of it. As to the firft of thefe Parti- 
culars, he fays, that by all the Ways whereby God fpake under 
the Afofaick Difpenfation, he {pake likewife under the Chriftian One, 
viz. by Voices, the Teftimony of Angels, Vilions, Dreams, and 
the Holy Spirit. The fecond Particular he illuftrates, by thew- 
ing that all the Prophecies of the Old Teffament, concerning the 
Birth; Life and Actions, Sufferings and Death, Refurreétion and 
Afcenfion of our Saviour were fullfilled in Fe/us,' and confequent- 
ly area Demonftration. of the Truth of Chriftianity.. This he 
treats of very largely, and anfwers to the Cavils and Objections 
which the Jews raife againft it. In fpeaking to the third Divine 
Teftimony of the Truth of Chriftianity, viz. Miracles, he proceeds 
in this Method, firft he Enumerates the Particular Miracles of 
_Chrift and his Apoftles; then he proves that thefe were true Mi- 
racles ; and laftly fhews that they are an Infallible Teftimony of 
the Truth of Chriftianity . 

In the Seventeenth Chapter he proceeds to the fourth Divine 
Teftimony of the Truth and Certainty of the Chriftian Religion, 
* viz. the Wonderful prevalence and fpreading of it, and for the 
clearing up of this, he infifts chiefly on thefe two Heads. (1.) That 

in the propagating of Chriftianity, the Ignorant prevail’d againft 
the Learned and Wife: (2.) That the Weak prevail’d againit the 
Strong and Powerful. His Laft Divine Teftimony which healledges, 
is the fevere hand of God in remarkably punifhing the Enemies of 
Chriftianity,of which he gives us feveral Inftances both of Jems and 
_ Heathens, mention’d by the Primitive’ Hiftoriansand Writers. He 
concludes this Chapter with drawing feveral Ufeful Inferences from . 
what he had offer'd in Proof of the Truth and Certainty of the 
Chriftian Difpenfation. : 
The Remaining Chapters are {pent on the fourth and Jaft thing 


he undertook, viz. to fhew the feveral Degrees of the Evange- 
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lical Oeconomy. And here he afligns feveral diftin® Periods of it, 
and divides them. according to the feveral Ages of Man,. “ For 
“ (fays he) there are, as of Man, foof the Chriftian Religion, four 
“ diftin@ Ages. It had its Infancy and Childhood at Chrift’s firft 
“ coming, and fome Years after : Its Youth fince that, to the 
* prefent times.....It fhall have its Manhood or full Strength,

Thus we have taken a brief Survey of Mr. Ediward’s Second 
Volume, and hope we have done him Juftice, and given fatisfacti- 
on to our Readers. We hall pafs no Judgment on this Un- 
dertaking, but leave every Manto determine for himfelf. We-will 
conclude with what our Author fays for himfelf in the Preface to 
his Book. “ I have been very Curious (fays he) in the Diftribu- 
“tion of the feveral Parts, .of the laft Oeconomy efpecially : Tho’, 
“I have, I confefs, diffented therein. from: moft Writers; but .

Nder what glorious and Halcyon days fhould we Chriftians 
L Live, if an end were once put to thofe unhappy Differen- 
ces, which difturb the Peace and Quiet of our Church! Many 
Attempts have been already made to bring the Men of all Parties 
and Denominations to fuch a Temper, as to think a Reconcilia- 
tion to be neceflary. But alas! All the Methods us’d to Unite 
and heal us have hitherto prov’d unafuccefsful ; and how long it will 
be ’ere the time comes, when we fhall all with one Mind and one 
Voice Glorifie the One God and Father of our Lord Jefis Chrift, 
God only knows. As matters therefore ftand, it is not only a

His chief Defignis to fhew the Nature and: Dangerous Confe- 
quences of Schifm: But before he enters upon: that, he thinks it: 
requifite to fay fomething of Curch-Union, of which Schifm is a 
Breach. That all Chriftians ought to be united together, he proves: 
- from pte Paflages of the New Teftament, and then tells. us 
wherein this Union does confift, «iz. in Faith, in Love, and in 
outward. Worfhip and. Communion. He does but juft touch on 
the two former of thefe, but more largly infifts on the Laft, in 
which the whole Strefs of the Controvertie between him and the 
Diffenters lies... For a Confirmation of what he had faid, vz. ‘That 
- : oe. we. 
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we are oblig’d to unite in outward Worfhip and Communion beth 
“by Faith aa Love, he proceeds to prove that the Church of Chrift 
is a Vifibleand Regular Society ; and howfoever it be difpers’d in 
the World, it is one Political Body. . That the Church is a Vifible 
Society, he proves from Perfons being admitted into it, continued 
in it, expell’d from it, and reftor’d to it in a Vifible manner: 
That it isa Regular Society, not a Confufed or Scatter’d Multi- 
tude, buta Body fitly joyn'd together, he proves from the Tetti- 
mony of the Holy Scriptures, and of the Primitive Fathers; Laftly, 
He fhews, that however it be difpers’d over the World, yet it is 
ut one Political Body.

A 
i farther Degree of Schifm, isa Caufelefs Separation from the Church. 
(3. It fometimes proceeds beyond a Separation, and the Perfons 
engag’d in it, fet up oppofite Churches and Officers, or joyn with 
them. (4.) A yet higher Degree of Schifm is, when they who 

: are 
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are engag’d in it, conftitute Officers without Authority, or take 
to themfelves Paftors that have no Lawful Miffion or Real Or- 
dination. In all thefe Inftances and Degrees our Author fhews- 
that Schifm, or a Caufelefs Breach of Outward Ecclefiaftical Com- 
munion is Sinful. 

II. In the Next place he proceeds to fhew what Grounds he has 
to apprehend that the Diffenters are deeply concern’d in the Charge 
of Schifm: and defires them, efpecially thofe who conform’d be- 
fore the Toleration, but have fince withdrawn themfelves from the 
Communion of the Church of Englandto enduire; (1.) Whether 
they have not Contracted the Guilt of Schi/m in their Separation : 
(2.) Whether they have not increas'd this Guilt by fetting up Op- 
pofite Churches and Officers, or joining with them; And (3.) 
Whether their Paftors have any juft Title to the Miniltry. Thefe 
things he prefles very clofe and warmly upon them, and in fpeak- 
ing to the laft Enquiry, he confiders at large feveral, ways by which 


the Paftors among the Diffeaters, do lay Claim to the Miniftry; , 


viz. fome by Epifcopal Ordination; Others by being ordain’d by Pre/- 
byters, or by the People. He fums up all in thofe Words addrefs’d 
to the Diffenters: “1. You have (fays he) forfaken a Church to 
“ which by your own Confeflion, your Conformity was Lawful. 
“ You have abandon’d the whole Epifcopal Communion and there- 
“ by in Effect, you have renounced all Right to the Miniftry and Sa- 
' “ craments. 2. You have not only diferted thofe, who by your own 
“*’ acknowledgement are Lawful: Pafters; but to their Great Di- 
“ fturbanceand a farther Breach of Unity, you have brought with- 
“ in their Line, and in oppofition to them, other Guides of your 
“ own chufing. 3. Thefe, for the moft part, are fuch as had no E- 
“ pifcopal, or Real Ordination. So that herein you have excee- 
“ ded the Nevatians, Donatifts, and Meletians. | 

III. In the next Seftion he examines at Large the Arguments 


: that have been offer’d in the behalf of the Diffenters to excufe . 


them from the Guilt of Schifm, reduces them to Six heads,, 
and confiders them Diftinflly. Firft, It has been faid, thar Nor- 


withftanding their prefent Separation fromthe Church of England, yet ” 


they are One with it, fince they held the fame Dottrine as the Church does. 
To this our Author replyes, that fuppofing this to be true, which. 
from the Teftimony of fome of their Printed Books he very much 
queftions; yet it does not at all juftifie their Schi/m: fince, as he 
goes on. to prove, (1.) That it is moft abfurd, to affirm, that they 
are One with the Church, being divided from it, as they are : 
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(2..) That the Pretence, that Unity of Doétrine is fufficient to make 
us all Ove, is inconfiftent with Church-Government, and would 
be Deftruétive of the Church it felf: (3.) That itis inconfiftent. 
with the Notion of Schifm, as exprefs’d in the Holy Scripture. 
And (4.) That it would take away the Diftinction which the 
Scripture makes between the Schi/maricks, and thofe that are 
Approv’d. A Second Argument, produc’d in behalfof the Dif- 
fenters is, that inthe Apojfiles days there were Independent and fepe- 
vate Churches planted inthe fame City. For this they produce the 
Teftimony of the Learned Dr. Hammond, who tells us that as 
St. Peter was the Apoftle of the Circumcifion, and St. Paul of the 
Gentiles, fo whenever they came to the fame City, the one con- 
ftantly applied himfelf to the ews &c. and the other did the fame 
to the Gentiles. But that the Dr’s. Opinion is Grounded upon a 
Weak Foundation he proves by feveral Arguments, and afligns 
his Reafons why he rejects the Notion ; the Perufal of which we © 
muft refer to the Judicious Reader. A third Argument produc’d 
“jn favour of the Diflenters is, that Sefus Chrift hath declar’d that 
mben two or three are gather’d together in his Name, he is inthe midft 
of them and that they are affembled in this manner, and are therefore 


afjur’d of His Favourable Prefence. But tothis Mr. Burfcough re- 


turns no other Anfwer, than what was given by St. Cyprian to 
the Novatians who objected the fame thing; in his Treatife de 
Unit. Ecclef. p. 112,113... The fourth Argument alleg’d by them 
is, that Paul rejoic’d that Chrift was preached, even by gS Men who 
did it out of Envy and Strife, and if the cafe of their Teachers were 
as bad as this, as long as they Preach Chrift, they have no Reafon tobe - 
Solicitous about their Call, nor the Conformifts to be offended at thetr Work. 

But to this our Author Replies, (1..) That it does nota pear that 
they who Preached Chrif# out of Envy. and Strife, did take the 
Work of the Miniftry upon them without a Cail to that Office : (2.) 


That it does not appear, that they Preached Chrift to any other 
than the Infidels : (3.) That what the Apoftle rejoic’d at was the 
Good -that his Envyers did, befide their Intention; The Benefit 


that did fpring from the Evil they defign’d, and not the Evil th 
fet them on Work: And (4.) mh ia wo they acted out of Let 
and Strife did nohurt to any but themfelves.  Fifthly, it is urg’d 


in behalf of thofe.Diflenters, to whom our Author chiefly direéts 
his Difcourfe, that they are only return’d to thofe whom they had 


-Sorfaken before, and that they might do this, fince they had the Indulgence 
4” Liberty grented to them ig (Bs a thie Plea he en 
‘ a 
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(1.) That their Separation before they conform’d was Caufelefs, 
and confequently Schifinatical and Sinful alfo. - And°(3.) That 
if their Separation was otherwife Sinful, the Law hath not alte- 
red the Cafe, or done any thing that can make it Innocent. The 
Laft Argument commonly brought to juftifie the Diflenters Sepa- 
ration from the Church of England, runs thus, Thar the Ufe which 
they make of the Liberty now granted them, is not only Lawful, but 
their Duty, and that having their Freedom, they ought to make choice 
of the Way of the Diffenters, becaufe they conceive it to be better than 
that of the Church, and to be preferr’d before it, as enjoying purer 
Ordinances, as affording Communion with better People, and as moft con- 
ducing to their Edification. This being the Chief Argument, on 
which they lay the greateft ftrefs, our Author examines it diftina- 
ly and particularly, and replies to all the Reafons annex’d 


toit. But fince his Anfwer is too large to be fet down in this Place, 
we muft defire to be excus’d from pos an Extract of it. 


IV. In the fifth and laft Section of this Treatife, Mr. Bur/cough 
enumerates the fad Confequences of Schifm: And fhews that our 
Church-Divifions (1.) have hardned the Infidels, (viz. Fews, 
Heathens, aud Mahometans) in their Unbelief, and hinder’d their 
Converfion. (2.) That they have brought a Reproach on the Re- 
formation of the Church, and hindred the Progrefs of it. ( 3.) 
That they have given occafion to the {preading of many deteita- 
ble. Errors in Matters of Religion. And (4.) That they have 
greatly encourag’d Immorality; as being a means of depraving 
thie Confcience ; as they incline Men to Infidelity ; as they bring 
Religion into Contempt; as they are deftructive of Charity; as 
they weaken the Ecclefiaftical Difcipline, which was defign’d for 
the Punifhment of Offences; and as they hinder, and fometimes 
fruftrate the Endeavours of the Paftors of the Church, for the Sup- 
preffion of Vice, and the Advancement of Piety. Thefe are all 
of thém weighty Confiderations, but are too fad and Melancholy 
to be long iniifted on; therefore our Author does but, briefly and 
gently touch yi them, concluding the Whole with very Pa- 
thetical’ Expo ulations addrefs’d to thofe Diflénters, for whofe 
fake he wréte this Treatife. :

HE Author of this Tra&, after he has taken notice, in his 
Preface to it, of divers Learned Men, who enter’d upon the 
fame defign before him, and having fhewnthat None of them have 
come up to what they propos’d, and what was expected from 
them; gives us in the fame place a fhort Scheme of his Perfor- 
mance in this firft Volume, which he has fentout into the World 
as a Specimen of what is to follow. He hasdivided this Volume 
into four Books, and each Book into feveral Diftin& Chapters. 
The firft Book, which the Dr. divides into 31 Chapters, ac- 
cording to his own Confeflion, feems to contain’nothing, but what 
is fabulous or very uncertain; being the Hiftory of Phylick from 
the Creation of the World down to the Trojan War. “ Yet 
“even there’(fays our Author in his Preface) among the Fables 
“of eA/fculapius, and other Deified Phyficians, amidft the Weak 
“* Eflays of the firft Men to fecure or difengage themfelves from 
“* Diftempers, we difcover the Tracks of Medicines in moft pla- 
“ces yet efteem’d the Principal; fuch as Bleeding and Purging, 
“ the Antiquity of which is théreby eftabtith’d. ” But by -Le Clerc’s 


_ Leave, “tis very much to be queftion’d whether any thing cer- 


tain can be eftablifhed from the PraGtice of thofe Dark and 
Obfcure Times.. Who was ‘the firft Inventor of Phyfick ; whe- 
ther Hermes Trifmegiftus, Of, Apollo, -Afculapius, or any others 

Aut rit invented it; what Method they 
took, and what Medicines they us’d in the PraGtice of it, cannot 
be gathered from any Records of that obfture Age. As to 4 
mulets and other Charms faid to be introduc’d into the Praétice 
of Phyfick imthefe times, they were, by Le Clerc’s Confeflion, ve- 
ry Silly and Superftitious, fuch indeed as might be excufable in 
an Age of the Greateft Idolatry and Ignorance, but is intole- 


rable among Chriftians, who onght to abominate fuch Remedies; .__ 
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or at leaft might have more wit than to confide in fuch Foole- 
ties, which the Aftrologer and the Quack palms upon them. 

In the Second Book, divided into twelve Chapters, which car- 
ries the Hiftory of Phyfick down from the Trojan War to the 
famous Hippocrates; Our Author fays, that we may fee that ’tis 
not abfolutely true, which fome have advanc’d, viz. That from 
eA fculapius, or his Sons, to Hippocrates, there was a kind of Jnter- 
regnum in Phyfick: And that the fix or feven Hundred Years in- 
tervening between thofe two great Men, were not fo many years 
loft, as they ato on On the Contrary, what is faid in this Book, 
fhews, that during this Interval, the Foundations of rational Phy- 
fick were laid, the-Diffeétion of Animals was introduc’d, anda 
New Method of enquiring into the Caufes of Difeafes brought 
into Play,tor all which we are oblig’d tothe Philofophers, Pythagoras, 
Alcmaon, Democritus and others. ; 

The Account we have hitherto given of the two firft. Books 
of this Volume, is taken ina great meafure from the- Preface of 
Le Clerc himfelf: They do not contain any thing fo certain and 
Confiderable as the next Book does, and therefore we thought our 
felves fufficiently ¢xcus’d from giving the Reader a particular Ex- 
tracét of them. 

In his third Book our Author treats at large of the Phyfick of 
Hippocrates, and being the moft Confiderable part of this firft Vo- 
lume, he fpends thirty diftin& Chapters upon it. Inthe two firft 
Chapters he tells us how far Hippocrates carry’d the Art of Phy- 
fick, and what were the particular Principles of Philofophy, upon 
which he went. The third Chapter gives us a large Account of , 
the -Avatomy of this great and Ancient Phyfician, of the Notions 
he conceiv’d, and of the Defcriptions he gave of the feveral parts 
of a humane Body; particularly of the Afeart (the Defcription 
of which Le Clerc fets- down entire, as tranflated from Aiippocrates) 
of the Brain, the Nerves, the Organs of Senfe, the Fibres, the Muf- 
cles, the Ovfophagus, the Stomach, the Inteftines, the Liver, the 
Spleen, the Lungs, the Reins, the Organs of Generation, &c. with 
other Curious Anatomical Obfervations. Inthe fonrth Chapter, our 
Author tells us, of the Signs or Symptoms by which Hippocrates 
diftinguifh’d one Difeafe trom another, and knew before-hand 
what would be the fuccef$S or future Event: And in the next 
informs us of the feveral fortsof Difeafes, that Alippocrates knew 
and gave Names to, or defcrib’d. Thefe Difeafes Le Clerc re- 
duces to five. Claffes. “ The ne which is the moft confiderable 
: q2 + 08 
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“ of all, is of Diftempers, whofe Names have never been chang’d 
“ and that have been known ever fince to the Greek Phyficians, by 
““ the fame Names and Signs as they were diftinguifhed: by this 
“ Ancient Phyfician: The Second includes thofe that have not 
“ preferv’d their Names, Altho’ they have been known and diftin- 
“ suifhed by the Symptoms which Hippocrates attributed to them. 
“ The Third, fuch as he gave no Name to, but only a Simple 
“Defcription of them: The Fourth, thofe, that tho’ they are 
“ Nam’d and defcrib’d exactly in the Works that are allow’d 
“ to be his, yet have not been fince known, either by their Names 
“ or the Defcription given of them: The Fifth, thofe which have 
“no known Names, nor any Defcription given of them by Hip- 
“ docrates, of which one can fpeak only by conjecture..On thefe 
Points our Author beftows the five following Chapters, and inthe 
Eleventh tells us what Rules or Maxims with refpect to Eating, and 
Drinking, and Exercife Hippocrates laid down as means of preferving 
a Man in Health. In the Next, to the 23d Chapter, he gives Us anac- 
count of the Practice of Hippocrates, or his manner of Managing Di- 
ftempers. He firft lays down the General Maxims he went upon in his 
Practice and then informs us of the Remedies which Hippocrates usd 
asa Regular Diet, Purgations, for the Stomach, Lungs and Head ; 
Phlebotomy and Cupping-Glaffes: Diureticks ; Sudorificks Hypnoticks ; 
Specificks; and the Remedies which he apply’d externally to feve- 
ral parts of the Body. The Twenty. third Chapter contains an 
Alphabetical Catalogue of the Simples us’d by Hippocrates : and-af- 
ter this our Author mentions fome Inftances of Particular Cures 
of fome Difeafes, both Acute and Chronical, perform’d by Hippo- 


crates, and tells us how he mannag’d himfelf with refj 


pect to the 
Diftempers that were peculiar to Women. In the twenty fifth 


Chapter Le Clerc treats particularly of the Chirurgery practis’d 
by Hippocrates; and in the next he informs us of the Opi- 
nions and Maxims of Hippocrates, concerning Phyfick and Phyfici- 
ans in general, from whence he draws two or three Inferences, 
which he fays are of Importance to his Hiftory. The four Laft 
Chapters of this Book gives us an account of the Writings, Let- 
ters, and feveral Circumftances of the Death of this Ancient and 
famous Phyfician, with other particulars relating to him, and 
what Phyficians were his Contemporaries. } 

This is the Extract of the large Account which Le Clerc gives 
of Hippocrates, wherein if there be any defeéts, he has made his 
Plea for it in his Preface; where he fays: “ That if any Man ob-- 
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“ jets, that he has not exhaufted this Rich Fund, he freely ac- 
“ knowledges it. But this he affures us, that, to the beft of his 
“ Judgment, he has made Aippocrates fay nothing but what he 
“ really did fay ,; and that he has omitted nothing, that he thought 
“¢ very Material, either in his Reafonings or his Method. 

As to the Fourth and Laft Part of thisVolume we fhall not 
enlarge upon it; but fhall defire our Readers to be fatisfied with 
the Summary Account which our Author himfelf gives of it, in 
thefe Words: “From Hippocrates (fays he) to the Period that 
“¢ clofes the Fourth Book, which I call the Firs? Hiftory of Phyfick, 
“ we find nothing New, the Term being very Short. We there- 
* in only obferve, That the Phiiofophers of that time, the chief 
o: which were Plato, Arifforle, and Theophraftus, pufi’d on a 
“ little further (in imitation of their Predeceflors) their Avaro- 
“ mica! Difcoveries, efpecially Ariftotle.. The Practical Founda- 
** tion laid by Avppocrates, and his Predeceflors, remain’d very lit- 
“ tle alter’d in all that Time.

HE Learned Author of this Treatife takes notice in his 

Preface, of the feveral forts of Hereticks, who in the early 
times of Chriftianity oppos'd the Trinity of Perfons in the God- 
head, and the Drvinity of our Saviour; but withall fhews, That 
the Ebionites and Cerinthians, Bereticks of the firft Century, could 
not agree together in their Notions; and that Arius and his Fol- 
lowers clafh’d with Arremas and his Difciplgs in the Fourth Cen- 
tury, tho’ both deny’d the Divinity of our Saviour, yet in fach 
different ways, that the One help’d to deftroy the other. After 
this he takes notice of the Notions of Lelius Socinus and his Ne- 
phew Fanjftus, who reviv’d the Herefy of Artemas and his Followers: 
Which Notions, le fays, are oppos’d by the Modern Socinians them- 
felves, not approving of the Anfwers, that Socimus made to the 
Texts of Scripture urg’d againft his Opinions; fo that it feems 
as if they were unfettled and wavering in their Principles, which 
makes it tne harder to difpute againft them.’ » . Tis 
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*Tis very well known that the Socinians, or Umitariaas (as they are 
now pleas’d to ftile themfelves ) have us’d a great many Subterfuges 
and Shifts, whereby they have hitherto endeavour’d to evade the 
Force of thofe Arguments that have been brought againft them. 
If they be confronted by plain Texts of Scripture, they urge, 
that thefe are not to be underftood in a Literal but Metaphorical 
Senfe; or, that thefe places are wrefted to fignifie what their An- 
tagouifts offer to maintain; or laftly, That the Copies of the Scri- 
ptures are Corrupted, and Suppojititious Paflages foifted into 
them, by the Favourers of that fide of the Controverfie. If they 
are urg’d with the Teftimony of the Primitive Fathers, who all 
agree in afferting the Dottrine of the Trinity, and the Divinity of 
our Saviour, to this they Reply, That they are all of a Party, 
Friends of the fame Caufe, and that their Evidence is not to be 
rely'don,fince they have examin’d but one fide of the Queftion, and 
thro’ prejudice of Education, and Prepoffeffion, take that for gran- 
ted which is ftillin Difpute. In fhort, if they are told, that there 
are fome Myfteries in Religion, which are the Objeéts of our Fath, 
plac’d above our Reafon, tho’ not contrary to it 5 and that Reafon 
can be no more a Competent judge of thefe Matters, than Sen/e 
can be a Competent Judge and Determiner of the Objeés of our 
Rea/on, to this they are pleas’d to Reply in Banter and Ridicule, 
without offering at any Solid and Subftantial Argument to prove 
the Contrary. Thefe are the things which thofe Gentlemen, with 
the utmolt itretch of Wit and Malice, have oppos’d, againft the 
Fundamentals of the Chriftian Religion : Of which our Author was 
aware, and therefore has brought in a freth fort of Evidence, 
taken from the Judgment of the Ancient Fewi(h Church, to prove 
the Doctrine of the Trimty, and the Divinity of our Saviour. 

In this Treatife, which he divides into twenty feven Chapters, 
he, in the firft of them, gives us a Scheme of the Defizn of the 
Book, and what Mattersit is to treat of. But fince in the Sequel 
of our Extract we fhall have occafion to touch on the particular 
Points therein laid down, we fhall not enlarge upon them here. 

In the Second Chapter our Author proves his firft Particular laid 
down in the foregoing Section, viz. That in the times of Sefus Christ, 
the Yews had among them a common Explication of the Scriptures of 
the Old Teftament, grounded on the Tradition of their Fathers, 
which was in many things approv'd, by Cbrift and his Apoftles. 
(o illuftrate this, he fhews (1.) That they had, by ‘Tradition, the 
Knowledge of fome Matters of Fatt, which are not recorded in 
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their Scriptures. (2.) That befides the Canonical Books, they had 
Writings of lefs Authority, wherein were inferted, by the Great 
Men of their Nation, feveral Do¢trines that came from the Pro- 
phets, which were in efteem, tho’ not of the fame Authority with 
the Writings of the Prophets. (3.) That the Yews had very good 
and Authentic Traditions, concerning the Authors, Ufe, and Senfe 
of divers parts of the Old Teftament. (4.) That they had very 
common among them the Knowledge of the moft Illuftrious Pro- 
phecies of the A4effias. (§.) And laftly, That they had by Trae 
dition fundry Explications of the Scripture, grounded upon Al- 
legories. Thefe things he all along explains, and proves from fe- 
veral Inftances, fubjoins to them Six Cnrious Remarks, and An- 
fwers the Objections which might be ftarted againft his Po- 
fitions. 

The next Chapter he fends in fhewing, that the Yews had certain 
Traditional Maxims and Rules for the underftanding the Holy Scri- 


pture, which he fays are thefe following, (1.) It iscertain that the 
Jews held this as a Afaxim, That all the Prophets did {peak of 
the Aveffias, and were raifed up by God for this very End. (2.) 
That ’tis reafonable to judge, that the later Prophets having con- 
fiderably clear’d the Prophcies of thofe that went before them, 
by diffufing throughout their Writings a much clearer Light ; 
they who read the later Prophets, were not fo carelefs as to neg- 
lect thofe Helps, for the underftanding of the more Ancient Pro- 
phecies, whofe fenfe was otherwife obfcure. (3.) It is not to be 
doubted, but that Experience wasa great help towards their Un- 
derftanding of Prophecies. And (4.) It is clear there were certain 
general Characters of the A4effias, which, wherefoever they were 
found, were commonly thought to denote, That that Place fhould 
be underftood of the Meffizs. After he had clear’d up thefe Parti- 
culars, he then lays down feveral ufeful Obfervations of his own, 
and with them concludes this Seétion. 

In the Fourtlr Chapter he proceeds to fhew, That Ye/us Christ 
and his Apoftles prov’d divers Points of the Chriftian Dotrine, by 
the common Traditional Expofition receiv’d among the Jews, 
_ which they could not have done. (at leaft not fo well.) had there 

been only fuch a Literal Senfe of thofe Texts which they alledged, 
and as we can find without the helpof fuch an Expofition, To illu- 
ftrate this, he inftances in feveral particulars, too long to be infi- 
ited upon at prefent. Nor fhall we ftay to give any account of 
What is contain’d in the three next Chapters; concerning the Au- 
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thority of the Apocryphal Books of the Old Teftament.;, and con- 
cerning the Works that go under the Name of Philo Fudeus, whe- 


ther they were really-his or no; and of the Authority and Anti- 
quity of the Chaldee Paraphrafes, but leave our Author’s Learned 


Debate on thefe Matters to the Perufal of our Curious Readers. 
The Remainder of this. Treatife comes clofer to the Point in que- 


ftion, and of that we beg leave to give a more particular Ex- 
tract. 


_In the Eighth Chapter, after he had briefly ftated the Do@rine 

of the Trinity in Umty, He, in oppolition to the Socinians, or Uni- 
tarians, lays down thefetwo Affertions, (1.) That the fews, be- 
fore Fefus Chrift, had a Notion of a Plarality in God, following here- 
in certain Traces of this Do@rine, to be met with in the Books 
of Mofes, and the Prophets. (2.) That the fame fems, following 
the Scriptures of the Old Teftament did acknowledge a Trimity in 
the Divine Nature. To prove thefe Affertions, he, in this Se- 
tion, begins, by confidering the Notions of the Authors of the 
Apocryphal Books , and fhews at large, from feveral Citations out 
of their Writings, that their Expreffions in fpeaking of God fup- 
pofe the Notions of a Plurality in the God-head, and of a Trinity 
in particular. After he has done with enumerating the Proofs of 
thefe particulars, he concludes, by faying, That he believes them 
fufficient to demonftrate, (1.) That there was before Yefius Christ’s 
time, a Notion of a Plurality in the God-head. (2.) That they be- 
liev'd, that fuch a Plurality was a Trinity. And (3.) That they 
look’d upon the Son, or the A%@, andthe Holy Ghost, as not cre- 
ated Beings, but as Beings of the fame Divine Nature with the 
Father, by an Eternal Emanation from Him, having the fame Power, 
and the fame Majefty. 

After this, in the next Chapter, our Author proceeds to fhew, 
that the Fems had good Grounds to acknowledge fome kind of Plx- 
rality in the Divine Nature; and to eftablifh this, undertakes to 
do thefe two things: (1.) To fhew, that the Sti!2 of God ia Scri- 
pture, and of the Sacred Authors, leads one naturally to the No- 
tion of a Plurality of Perfons in th 


this Stile made the fame Impreflion on the ¥ews before Fe/us Christ, 
as was made by it anciently, and is ftill made on it, by the gene- 
rality of Chriftians. For the proof of the firft Point, he makes fe- 
veral Reflexions on the Writings and Expreffions of Mofes, and 
to evince the fecond, he obferves this Method. 1. He thews what 


Retlexions the Aucient Yems made on the Unity of the Divine Na- 


ture: . 





e Divine Effence.. (2.) That: 
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ture: And, 2d/y, What their Reficctions were on thofe Paflages 
of the Scripture, which denote a Plirality in the Gn y of the Divine 
Effence. 

In the Tenth Chapter is fhewn, (1.) That there are in the Scri- 
ptures of the Old Teftament, fo many and fo plain Intimations of 


a Trimity in the Divine ey as might very well induce the Yews 
to take them for a fufficient reafon of the Belief of this Dotrine. 


(2.) That thefe Intimations had that real Effect on the Fems; that 


as they found in their Scriptures a Plurality in the Oxe Infinite Be- 
ing of God; fo they found thefe Scriptures to reftrain the Plura- 
lity to a Trinity. To prove the former of thefe Points, he fhews 
firft, That there is fome kind of Intimation of a -T7izity, in places 
where God is fpoken of in the Scriptures; as for Inftance, Nim. 
6, 24, 255 26. Ifa. 6. 3. and 3 3.22. Dan.9.19. And Hof. 12.4, §. 
Secondly, he fhews that the ¢ Scr iptures of the Old Teftament {peak 
diftinaly of the feveral Perfons of the Trinity: Of the Son, by 
David, Pf. 2..7.--45.7.-- t10. 1. and by Solamon, Prov. 8. 23,24. 
-- 30. 4. And of the Holy Ghoft, Gen. 1.2. --6. 3. -- Numb. 11.25 
26. Pfal. 33-6. 2 Sam. 23. 2, 3. Laftly, He proves that in aie 
places of the Old Teftament there are plataly Three ey 
{poken of together, as Ge. 1. 1, 26.--- 3. 22. - oe Jeoe- Sf 1t. 1,2. 
&c. ibid. 48.16. ibid. 59. pr? ibid. 61. . For the ney, of 
the fecond Particular of his propos’d Method, viz. That the like 
Inferences, which we draw from thefe Texts, were made by the 
Jews s before Fefus Christ, he produces the Teftimoay of Philo Judeus 
: feveral Paflages of his Writings, and of the Targums and Chaldee 
Pavaphrafts who are very clear in this Matter. 

The Eleventh Chapter, by way of Digreflion, fhews, That this 
Notion of a Trinity in the Divine Nature has continu’d - among the 
Jews fince the time of our Lord Jefus Christ. To prove this Af 
fertion, our Author firft lays down fome general Obfervations, 
and then produces his Witnefles to eftablifh ‘them. He begins 
with the Yemif> Authors, who have writ AdLedrafhim, and the Ca- 
baliftical Jews; and after defcends ta the Modern Rabbies, who 
al] agree in their Sentiments as to this Matter. 

In “the Twelfth Chapter he re That the Yews had a diftin® 
Notion of the A%@ or Word, as of a Perfon, and of a Divine Per- 
fon too. To eftablifh this, he brings in the Teftimony of Philo 
“‘judaus , the Chaldee+Parap brats s+ the Targum of Onkelos on the Pen- 
tateuch» the Targum of F Fonathan ; and the Ferufalem Targum ; ; and 
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then Replys to the Objections, that may be or have been alleg’d 
againft this kind of Evidence. 

“In the three next Sections our Author undertakes to demon- 
ftrate, That all the Appearances of God, or of the Angel 
of the Lord fpoken of in the Books of A“ofes, andeven {po- 
ken of fince his time in the Old Teftament, have been referr’d to 
the Aty@® or Word by the Yews, before Chriff’s Incarnation. He 
enumerates the feveral Appearances of God (or of the Angel that 
is {tid Fehovah.) to Abraham, Gen. 18. 22. to //aac, to Yacob, to 
Mofes,and feveral others of the Yes fince the time of Afofes. And that 
the Jews referr’d thefe Appearances to the Aéy® or Word, he proves 
from Philo Fudeus, the Chaldee Paraphrafts, the Targums, &c. 

That the Ancient ews did often ufe the Notion of the A&y@ 
or Word in {peaking of the Meffia, is what he proves in the next 
place ; where he fhews at large, from the Teftimony of the fore- 
mention’d Yewifh Writers, the truth of thefe three Propofitions, 
which he lays down in oppofition to the Unitarians. (1.) That 
in feveral places of the Ancient Yewifh Authors the Aferma or the 
Aéy@ is put for theA4Zeflias.And after fucha manner that it is certain, 
that St. John hath follow’d theLanguage of the¥ews,before Fefus Christ, 
in taking the Aty@ for a Divine Perfon, who in the Fullnefs of 
time, as it was foretold by the Prophets, did affume our Flefh, 
Joh, 1.14. (2.) That the Yews of old did acknowledge the AZeffias 
fhould be the proper Son of God. And(3.) That the Meffias was 
reprefented in the Old Teftament, as being Yehovah that fhould 
come, and that the Ancient Synagogue did believe him to be fo. 
On each of thefe Heads he beftows a diftin&@ Ghapter, of which it 
would be too tediousto give you a more particular Account. 

In the Nineteenth Chapter our Author fhews, That the New 
Teftament does exactly follow the Notions which the Old Jems 
and their Synagogue had of the Trinity, and of the Divinity of 
the <Aeffias. Here he fays, that it was abfolutely neceflary it 
fhould be fo, becaufe the Doctrine eoncerning the Coming of the 
Meffias began to be more narrowly inquir’d into among the Jews, 
when they faw Herod, who was an Idumean, fettled inthe Throne 
of Judea, it being at the juft time mark’d out for the Coming of 
the Mejfias by Facob’s Prophecy, Ger. 49.10. In the Sequel of this 
Section, he produces feveral Paffages out of the Four Evangelifts, 
which are conformable to the Sentiments of the Ancient ews 
about thefe Matters: From whence he concludes, That the Gof- 
pel follows. the fame Notions which the Old Te/tament has given of 
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the Meffias, and which the Fews in Chriss days had generally 
receiv’d, vz. (1.) That in the Divine Nature there is a Father, 
a Son,and a Holy Ghoft. (2.) That the Son, whowas the Aty@ is 
the promifed Meffias. And (3.) That the Holy Ghoft was to be 
given by the Meffias, and to come, being fent by the Father and 
the Son, asthe Son was fent by the Father to Save the World. 

After he has given us the Senfe of the Four Evangelifts, he 

roceeds in the next Section to prove, that both the Apoftles and 
the firft Chriftians fpeaking of the Meffias did exaétly follow the 
Notions of the Old Yews, as the Yews themfelves did acknowledge. 
To mike this out, he firft examins the feveral Aypothefes of Philo 
the Yew, and.then fhews, that the Apoftles did follow thefe No- 
tions in their Doctrine and ordinary Expreflions, when they fpake 
of our Saviour Fefus Christ. The very fame thing he afferts may 
jultly be faid of $uftin Martyr, and of thofe who both before and 
after him Writ in Defence of our Saviour’s Divinity. He thinks 
there is no need to quote many of them, to fhew That they went 
upon the fame Grounds with the Jews before Christ, and therefore 
only infifts upon what Jx/fi7, in his Writings againft Trypho the 
Few, has faid upon this Subject. . 

In the.One and Twentieth Chapter, our Author for a farther 
Confirmation of his former Arguments fhews, That the Jemjh 
Writers, fince our. Saviour’s time, held the fame Notions which 
Jefus Christ and his Apoftles grounded their Difcourfes on to the 
Jews. To illuftrate this Point, he fets down the feveral Paflages 
and Expreflions of our Saviour, the Evangelifts, and the Apoftless 
and then fhews, at the end of each Paragraph, how conformable 
they are to the Notions of the Modern Yews, whofe Writings are 
there referr’d to. 

The next Section contains thofe Exceptions which are rais’d from 
feveral Expreffions us’d in the Gofpel. The firft Exception is 
rais'd from our Saviour’s Expreflions when he fpake of himfelf, in 
which he never aétually took upon him the Name and Title of 
God, while he liv’d upon Earth. Tothis he Anfwers, (1.) That 
Christ us’'d that caution for fear of deftroying, in the Opinion of 
the Fews, the Reality of his Humane Nature. (2.) That Christ 
us’d that Caution, that he might not give the utmoft Provoca- 
tion to the Yews, who were much offended to fee him in fo mean 
a Condition. And (3.) That there being many Prophecies, by 
the fulfilling of which the Meffias was to be known; Chrif# declar’d 
himfelf by degrees, and fulfilled thofe Prophecies one after ano- 
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ther, that the Yems might have a Competent time to examine eve 
ry particular. A fecond Objeétion is taken from the Word AtéyG 
as us’d by St. John, Ch. 1. to denote our Saviour’s Divinity : Here 
the Unitarians Obje&, Firft, That it is not clear, that any other of 
the Writers of the New Teftament hasus’d it in that Senfe ; and then, 
That the Notion of the Word Aesy@ feems be grounded only on 
the Greek Expreflions,and not on the Hebrew Tongue,as ‘tis us’d in 
the Original of the Old Te/tament.In Anfwer tothis,our Author takes 
notice (1.) That the Word Aéy@ was not unknown to the Jews 
before Yefus Christ, to exprefs the Shechinah, 1. e. The Angel cf the 
Covenant. (2.) That according to St. Athanafius’s meaningyFe/iss 
Christ himfelf {peaks of the Aby@, when he faith, Job. 5. 8. Ye 
have not the word of God remaining in you. (3.) That many An- 
cient Doétors of the Church did remark, that St. Luke, Luk.t. 2. 
Aits 1. and St. Paul, Heb. 4.12. usd the Word Aty@ in the fame 
Senfe, to denote the Second Perfon of the Trinity, and that 
therefore it was not particular to St. Joba to do fo. (4.) That 
the Word Davar, inftead of which the Yews, fince the Babylon.{h 
Captivity, do ever ufe that of Memra, to exprefs the Second Per- 
fon of the Trinity, was in ufe even in David’s time, as appears 
by Pf 33.6. where the LXX. have rendred it by Asxvy@; which 
Verlion being common among the Yews, and generally receiv’d, 
St. John could not ufe a Term more proper to exprefs the Divi- 
nity of the Second Perfon taking our Nature uponhim. (5.) And 
laftly, St. Fobx usd the Word Aty@, to exprefS the Unity of God, 
tho’ there be Three Perfons in the Divine Nature ; therefore he fays, 
That the Word was with God, and that He was God. There are two 
other Objections mention’d in this Chapter, to which our Au- 
thor Replys; but we fhould be too Prolix if we infifted particu- 
larly upon them. 

The twenty third Chapter is {pent in proving, that neither 
Philo, nor the Chaldee Parapbr afts, nor the Chriftians, have borrow- 
ed trom the Platonists their Notions about the Trinity and the 
AéyG@. But that ’tis more probable that Plato borrow’d his No- 
tions from the Books of Mo/es and the Prophets, with which he 
was acquainted. : 

In the two. next Chapters our Author States, Examines, and 
Anfwers the Objections of the Modern Jews, and of the Unitarians 5. 
and Replys to an Objection that is rais’d againft the Notions of 
the Old Fews, compared. with thofe of the New Ones. Asa far- 
ther Reply to the lait of thefe Objections, he thews.inthe Twenty 
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sixth Chapter, That the Modern ews have laid afide the Old Ex- 
plications of their Fore-fathers , the better to defend themfelves 
in their Difputes with the Chriftians. For the proof of this Par- 
ticular, he firft obferves the feveral Degrees by which they arriv’d 
to fo wide a Difagreement with their “Anceftors ; and then pro- 
duces the chief Examples of this Diftgreement. from the Wri- 
tings of the Modern Rabbies. The Reafon of this Alteration 
made by the Modern Jems in their Belief, was becaufe of the evi- 
dent Proofs drawn from the Opinions of their Anceftors, which the 
Christians ufed againft them. 

Our Author concludes in the laft Chapter with fhewing, That 
the Umitarians, in oppofing the Doétrines of the Trinity, and 
our Lord’s Divinity, do go much further than the Modern Jes, 
and that they are not fit Perfons to Convert the Jews. To il- 
luftrate this fully, he proves from feveral Inftances taken out of 
the Socimian Writers, (v1z. bse: nus, Crellins, Smalcius, Schlichtingius, 
Enjeatnu’s, Oftorodius, &c. ) That (1.) They have borrow’d many 
of the Yews Anfwers to the Chriftians, and often carried them much 
further than the Zews themfelves did intend them. (2.) That 
they have invented the way of Accommodation, for the evading of 
thofe Quotations in the New 7 ‘¢ftament, that are taken out of “the 
Old Teftament , as finding this the moft effectual means to efcape 
thofe Diffitulties, which ‘they can no other way refolve. (3.) And 
laftly, That the Unitarians, efpecially thofe of England, to make 
fhort Work, do not ftick to "affert, That the Chriftians have foifted 
thofe Texts into the Gofpel, which {peak of the Trinity and the Di- 
vinity of our Saviour. 

At the end of all is annexed a Learned Differtation, divided 
into Six Sections, Concerning the Angel who is calP’d the Re- 
deemer, Gen. 48. 16. But we fhall not ftand to abridge this, fince. 
enough has been already faid to give our Readers a tafte of the 
Worth and Learning of the Author and his Performance. 
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A Mainifter’s Counfel to the Youth of his Parifh, when arriv'd to Years 
of Difcretion.

His Treatife now before us contains feveral Advices, dire- 

éted to Young Gentlemen who are arriv’d to Years of Dif- 

cretion, which the Author branches out into Fourteen Parti- 
culars. 

In the firft place he advifes them to call to mind, that they are 
Creatures: That an Infinitely Wife, Powerful, and Good Being 
made them what they are; That the Powers they have of Think- 
ing, Acting, and Enjoying, are all from him, and as the Life 
they have already Liv’, and ail the Bleflings of it, are owing to 
his Goodnefs and Support, fo every Minute of their Life to come, 
and all their Hopes and Expectations depend entirely upon his 
Care and Providence, who Governs and Difpofes all things which 


he at firft Created. After this he briefly fhews of what Ufe and 
Benefit fuch Reflections as thefe would be to them. 


His next Advice is, To Remember likewife that they are Cbri- 
ftians, the Difciples of ¥e/us, the Eternal Son of God, the King 
of Glory, who isthe Saviour of the World. And here he briefly 
touches upon the great Favours and Privileges vonferr’d on Chri- 
ftians by the Gofpel-Covenant, and the Obligations that lie upon 
them for fuch an amazing Goodnefs, 


The third Advice, diretted to young Perfons, relates to their 
Chriftian Faith, or in what manner they are to give their Affents 
to the great Truths reveal’d to usin the Gofpel, For this End, 
in fuch an Age of Religious Scepticifm and Infidelity as this, he 
thinks it highly Needful to recommend to them the Counfel of 
St. Paw, which we have in 1 Cor. 3.18. Let 2o man deceive him- 
felf; sf any man among you feemeth to be wife in this world, let him 
become a fool that he may be wife, l.e. (as our Author explains it) 
they fhould fo far diftruft their own Reafon in things of fo Sub- 


lime a Nature, as thofe we are now fpeaking of, asto move with 


the greateft Caution and Modeity in their Enquiries about fuch 
Truths as thefe. 


Having 
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Having endeavour’d to fecure the Faith of young Perfons; the 
next thing to be taken care of is their Obedience ; which arifing 
from a Devotional Temper of Mind, and’a quick Tafte and Relith 
of good Things, he therefore in the fourth place advifes them, to 
cherifh that Natural Devotiow, which is in moft young People, be- 
fore *tis deftroy’d and quench’d by Vice. Here he gives us a Dee 
finition of Devotion, explains the f{everal Parts of his Definition, 
declaims againft the Enthufiaftical Devotions of fome Perfons, and 
againft the Superftitious and Ceremonial Devotions of others; 
and then takes notice how true the Devotion of the Church of 
England is in all its Parts; and how infinitely to blame thofe of 
her Communion are, if not truly Devout. He ends this Section 
by enforcing the Advice he gives to young Perfons, from the Con- 
fideration of the great Benefit and Pleafure that attend a true, hear- 
ty and fincere Devotion. 

His next Advice to young Perfons, is, That they carefully take 
heed of Jnfincerity in their Devotions: That their Affection to 
Religion be trne and hearty, fix’d and deep-rooted in their very 
Souls, and not made up of fudden Flafhes of Paffion, and a few Fits of 
Natural Enthufiafm,which are often made ufe of to the worit of Pur- 
pofes. For this End he defires them to confider in General, That 
whoever is Religious indeed, his Aim and Defign in the Praéctice 
of Religion, is fincerely the fame with that of our Lord in teaching 
it, which was no other than to advance God’s Honour in the 
Prefent and Eternal Happinefs of Mankind; by making them ho- 
lier and better, to render their Lives eafy and comfortable while 
upon Earth, and Capacitate them for the HappinefS of Heaven, 
when this fhort Life fhall End. ‘This is what he recommends in 
General, but more Particularly, he cautions young Men, (1.) To 
have a care of putting on Religion, either as a thing of Cu- 
ftom, only to recommend them to the good’ Efteem of the 
World, or to bring on. Bufinefs and Preferment; or, which is 
ftill worfe, as a Cover tovile Practices, which mutt be difguis’d 
before they can be put in Execution. (2.) Carefully to avoid 
employing their Zeal about the Circumftantials of Religion only, 
efpecially whilft they neglect, and, it may be, violate the greateft 
Duties of it. And (3.) To have a Care of a Partial, Humourfome 
Religion; which will prove, in the Conclufion, to be very little 
better than none at all. Having thus Caution’d Young People 
againit a Feign’d Hypocritical Religion, and, at the fame time, 
fhewi’em by what Marks it may be known, he then, to nee 
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them from it, lays before ’em the ill Confequences of it, which he 
leaves to their ferious Confideration. . 

Having gone thus far, and, by his Counfels, endeavour’d to 
fecure a warm and fincere Senfe of Religion in Young Perfons; 
he, in the next place, thinks fit to fubjoin fome Cautions againft 
a Few of thofe Mifcarriages and Fatlings which they are moft 
liable to, and which have a very unhappy infiuence upon the 
whole. courfe of their Lives. To avoid'thefe Mifcarriages he gives 
them thefe Cautions: (1.) To have a Care of Rafhnefs, and over- 
hafty Choofing or A@ing if any Inftance of Moment whatfoever. 
3.) To beware of Pride and Ambition, the Folly and Vanity of 
which he illuftrates particularly. (3.) To preferve their Minds 
free from unclean Thoughts, and a too quick Refentment of 
things as Injuries and Affronts. (4.) With Relation to the common 
way of Converfation now in ufe, he defires them to have a Care 
of Conforming too much to that; which, for the moft part, is 
made up of Vanity and Cenfure, and a Treacherous Collecting 
fuch Remarks and Obfervations in one Vifit, as may be Matter 
for Invidious Refle@tions the next. To dehort them from fuch 
a Prattice, he briefly lay$ before them the Bafenefs and unhappy 
Confequences of fuch a treacherous manner of Behaviour. And 
becaufe the happieft of us all, Young as well as Old, can’t but 
think it yery poflible for the Scene to be Chang’d, and it may be 
fuddenly , and a fad Alteration made in our Circumftances ; 
and the beft of us all mult acknowledge, that fuch a Change 
would be no more than we Deferve; he adds (¥5.) and laftly, 
That it will not be amifs fometimes to remind our felves of it, 
and armour felves before-hand with fuch Confiderations, as may 
enable us to bear what trouble may come upon us as- becomes 
Men and Chriftians. 

The former Advices, given by our Author, wereas fo many 
Prefervatives to prevent Young Perfons from falling into thofe 
Errors and Miftakes both in Faith and Praétice, to which they are 
moft inclinable. The next, are fuch as he‘offers to the Confide- 
ration of thofe, whom he fuppofes to have fallen into thofe Errors 
and Miftakes, and by the ftrength of Temptations to have loft 
their Innocence. To fuch as thefe he gives his Eleventh Advice, 
viz. He recommends to them a frequent ferious Se/-Examina- 
tion, a particular Enquiry into their Thoughts, Words, and 
Actions, what they are and have been, and whether they are, 
and have been as they fhould be, and to what End and Conclu- 
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fion they tend. Now by frequent Self-Examination, he tells us, 
that he means no lef§ than the Daily Calling of our Selves to an 
Account, the Benefit and Advantage of which he fhews at 
Large. | | 
His next Advice, to the fame Perfons, is, That when, upon 
fuch an Enquiry, they — to fee their Errors, they fhould, 


above all things, beware of Stubbornne/s. and Obftinacy, and wilful 
Ignorance, or Non- Attention to the great Obligations that Religion, 
and their own true Intereft do lay upon them. And here our 
Author defcribes the Nature of that Spiritual DeafnefS and Blind- 
nefs, that Obftinacy and Impenitency of Heart which fome labour 
under, and fhews the extreme Mifery of fuch an harden’d State from 
feveral Particulars. He: 

Having demonftrated the Danger of contiauing in fuch ill Conr- 
fes as Young Perfons may have faln into: His thirteenth Advice 
is, That they endeavour to recovet themfelves, by a fincere and 
fpeedy Repentance. And here,-to prevent Miftakes, he briefly 

ews the Nature of true Repentauce , and to perfuade Young Perfons 
to the fpeedy Practice of that Duty, how Sad and Melancholy 
foever it may feem to be, he lays before them the following Con- 
fiderations. He defires them to confider, (1.) That every defer- 
ring this great Duty to fome other time, is a refolv’d Continu- 
ance in a State of Sin, which, we know, God infinitely hates, 
and is a new Step to Final Impenitency. (2.) That thu’, by God’s 
fpecial Care and Aflifftance, a Sinner may be awaken’d- before he 
comes to this fad Period, yet the longer we delay our Repentance, 
the Difficulty of it will proportionably increafe upon us. And 
(3.) That of all times, the time of Sicknef$. and approach of Death 
is the moft improper and ‘unfeafcnable for this great Work of 
Repentance; which he proves from four feveral Arguments, that 
have. been often alledged to the fame purpofe, and which being 
fuch as are obvious to every Capacity, we think not requilite to 
repeat. 

His laft Advice is, That when Young Perfons, by God’s Affi- 
ftance, are become fo fenfible of their. Mifcarriages, as. fincerely 
to Repent of them, and Refolve to Reform; they fhould then 
Seal and Ratifie thofe Pious Refolutions, with a Devout Reception 
of the Holy Communion, and Confirm and Strengthen them Tftill 
more, and bring them to Perfection, by a frequent Attendance 
at the Table of our Lord. To the whole ‘he has fubjoyn’da Li. 
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rany for Young Gentlemen, to be added, if they think fit, to their 
own Pious Meditations and Prayers; being a Form of Devotion 
agreeable to, and Collected from the Preceding Difcourfe.

N Anonymous Writer (fuppos’d to be Mt. AZ -- ge) has 
already, ina Pamphlet of half a Sheet, endeavour’d to find 
fault with this Performance, and its Author. To this Mr. 
Boyer has made his Reply in another half Sheet, which we 
fuppofe the Learned have feet and taken into Confideration. 
The Proceedings of thefe two Antagonifts doina great meafure 
evince the Truth of the Old Proverb, That two of a Trade feldom 
or never can agree. "Tis not our bufinefs to engage in this Dif- 
pute between them; Let them e’en End it, who began it. Our 
Province is to give an Account of fuch Books of Note as appear 
in the World, and at prefent we fhall give the Reader fome short 
hints of Mr. Boyer’s Undertaking ; intending the famie favour to Mr. 
Miege, if he fhall oblige us, according to his promife, with a 
more accurate French Dittionary than has hitherto been publifhed. 

It cannot, we humbly conceive, be expected or defign’d that we 
fhould give our Readers an Extract of this Royal Dittionary; fince 
this would be to tire our felvesand them with a tedious Vocabu- 
lary ; and the Abridgment of it we muft leave to other Hands which 
have already undertaken it. All the Account therefore we think 
fit to give of this Elaborate Performance, we fhall take out of the 
Authors Preface before it, fuppofing That that will bear an Ex- 
tract better than the Book it felf. | 

We fhall not trouble our felves with the Preamble of this Pre- 
face, but come clofe to the Main Points he propofes to {peak to, 
which are thefe two: Firft, he fays, it will not be improper to 
give the Reader a fhort View of the Ground we now ftand upon; 


and then, Secondly, to open briefly what Method | , 
aoe ly, pen v at Meth he has follow’d 


In 
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In difcuffing the firft of thefe Points, he examines the French 
Dictionaries we have by us, whether that of Corgrave, or thofe of 
Miege. The Imperfections of the former he fays did not happen 
through any want of Induftry in the Author, nor are they De- 
rogatory to the juft Honour due to him, who was the firft that 
undertook fo great a Work, but are to be afcrib’d to the valt im- 
provements of both Languages fince his time. As to Mr. A@iege, 
he is not fo favourable in pafling a Judgment upon him; for paf- 
fing by the Quarto and Oftavo Diétionaries, the firft (according to 
Miege’s acknowledgment) being done in haft and imperfeé, and the 
Second ‘too fhort to be of any ufe; he confines himfelf to fhew 
the Defects of his Folio-Dittionary, the Mafter-Piece of that Au- 
thor. In {peaking of this he tells us his Defign is not here Nicely 
to examine all the Faults AGege is guilty of in that great Work, 
but only fuch as may be made obvious to any Man, without being 
critically Tedious. The Defects of Mr. A@ege’s Folio-Dittionary he 
fhews in fix Particulars, the Perufal of which we refer toour more 
inquifitive Readers, not intending to exafperate him with the Re- 
petition of thofe things, which have already put him into a Fer- 
ment, and incens’d him fo much againft Mr. Boyer and his Perfor- 
mance. Thefe few Hints, which our Author gives, he fays, may 
abundantly fuffice to convince the Publick, how much a French 
and Englifh Dictionary is capable of Improvement. 

As to the Second Point propos’d, he proceeds in the next place to 
give an Account upon what Foundation, and with what Materi- 
als he has raisd the Fabrick in order to make it exceed all other 
Works of this Nature. : 

In the French and Exglifh Di&tionary, which is his firft part, he 
tells us what Helps dnd Advantages he borrowed (in order to make 
it a more compleat Piece than any yet Extant) not only from the 
Remarks of Vavgelas, Menage, and Bouhours, and from the Dictiona- 
ries of Richelet and Furetiere, but alfo from the later Compofitions 
of the Judicious and Accurate Father Tachart, and of the Famous 
Dictionary of the French Academy. And here he gives us his | 
Thoughts of the Dictionary of Furetiere, and of that of the French 
Academy, declaringin favour of the Latter. | 

As to the Englifh Part, tho’ feveral. before shim, fuch as Skinner, 
Blount, Philips, and Coles, have collected abundance of difficult 
Terms, relating to Arts and Sciences, and fuch as are derived 
from other Languages, yet (as he obferves) they have pafs’d by 
the various Idioms, and the greateft Beauties and Delicacies of the 
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Englity Tongue, which are fcattered up and down the Writings of 
the great Matters of that Language, fuch as Archbifhop Tillorfon, 
Bifhop Sprar, Sir Koger P Eftrange, Mr. Dryden, Sir Wiliam Temple, 
and fome few others, and out of which might be compos’d a full 
and perfeét Dictionary. From the foremention’d Authors, he fays, 
he has colleéted a great many new Wordsand Expreflions, but does 
not pretend thereby to have compofed a perfett Englith Dittionary, 
leaving that Elaborate Task to more hands, and to fuch as may find 
a fuitable Encouragement from our great Monarcu, who having 
attain’d the higheft pitch of Glory by his A&/:tary Virtues, employs 
his Thoughts about cultivating the Arts of Peace, and will certain- 
ly take care to furnifh the Writers of this Age with proper Means 
to convey the Wonders of his Reign down to Pofterity. 

Befides the Authors already mention’d, from whom he has taken 
the various Idioms, and the greateft Beauties and Delicacies of the 
Englifh Tongue, he has likewife borrow’d above a thoufand Words 
relating to Arts and Sciences, from the living Artificers, ec. of 
this Nation. 

Our Author concludes his Preface with a modeft Apology for 
himfelf, and his Work, which he is afraid does not fully come up 
to the Defire he ever had of being ferviceable to the Publick, and 
the Young Prince, for whofe particular Ufe he chiefly undertook 
it. He has annex’d to ita Table, containing the Explanation of the 
Marks and Abbreviations made ufe of in this Work, and another 
of the Additions and Corrections made to the firft and fecond 
Parts. We might run out into a julft Encomium on the Au- 
thor and his Performance ; but all we fhall add in his favour at pre- 
fent, fhall be that Jocular Saying of AZartial, in oneof his Epigrams, 


upon an occafion much like this; which may beof ufe to Mr. AZ. 
and others.
